CHYO CHIOCK CONVICTED. 


THE sr. tLotis CHINAMAN WHro AIDES IN” 
THE KILLING OF LOU JOHNSON FOUND 
GUILTY—THE OTHER CASES. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Jan. 380.—[Special.]—Ex- 
Gov. Johnson, representing the State, made a 
three-hours’ speech in the Chinese trial this 
afternoon. He arraigned the band of murder- 
ers in the most grapbicmanner. The case was 
given to the jury at 4:30 o' clock and at 7:30 
they came back iato court with a verdict of 
guilty of murder in the first degree against 
Chyo Chiock. When the verdict was interpreted 
to the prisoner he bianched with terror. The 
case has been on for thirteen days. The six 
other defenaants will betried in the same 
manner and as the same evidence is against 
all, the probabilities are they will be banged. 

[The murder was the culminating act of a trouble 
which had been some time gong on between the 
Chinese societies, the Hong Kongites,’’ who have 
a membership in St. Louis of about 200, and the 
“Cantonese,” who number about forty. The 
societies fell out over a gambiing question. The 
Cantonese high rollers were in the habit of at- 
tending the Hong Kong gambimg-house kept by 
Chyo Gou, alias Joe Gong, at No. 609 Market 
street, and they lost money there so steadily and 
so heavily that they came to the conclusion that an 
„Ah Sin game was being put up on them, and, in 
order to get even with the enemy, they decided to 
have the game stopped by the authorities, For 
this purpose they enlisted the service of Lou 
Johnson, a Cantonese brother, who had been a de- 
tective in Denver and understood how to apply 
American law to a Chinese brace-game. Johnson 
went to work and succeeded in having Joe Gong’s 
place raided, a proceeding which intensified the 
animosity between the two societies, and the Hong 
Kongites met in secret session and decided that 
Johnson must go. A fund of $1,200 was ruised, and 
the morning of Jan, 1 Johnson was attacked in his 
bed by a bired assasin and cut to pieces, his body 
being found the evening of the same day.

| * STRUCK A TRAIL 


The Investigating Committee at 
Columbus Succeeds in Acquiring 
Interesting Information. 


A Standard Oil Company Agent It Was 
Who Handled the Senatorial 
Slush Fund. 


— 


He Is in West Virginia and Can Hardly 
Fe Reached— Some Slick 
Work. 


Col uuns, O., Jan. 30.— [Special.] With the 
Senate adjourned over into next week, and uo 
matter of interest likely to come before the 
House, Columbus would be dead politically to- 
day but for the latest developments in the 
Payne investigation. It is getting more and 
more apparent that direct testimony as to the 
buying of votes in the Democratic caucus will 
be bard to obtain, but it is also getting more 
and more apparent that the case made out toa 


moral certainty win be as damning to 
some political reputations as could be 
a conviction before a jury in a 
formal trial in court. The flight 


of witnesses desired Is in itself an indication of 
their guiity knowledge, and the circumstances 
under which these disappearances occur, as 
some new fact is stumbled upon by the commit- 
tee of investigation, are such as to make re- 
ported incidents of the past dovetail into each 
other strikingly. The investment in Pendle- 
ton legislators was made in a style which 
speaks volumes for the political acuteness of 
the purchasers. No checks were passed, no 
written promises to pay were given, and when 
the money changed hands it was in the form 
of crisp $500 and $100 bills. 

So much new money was never seen in Co- 
lumbus before. There must have been atrunk- 
ful of itin some room of the Neil House, the 
Payne headquarters, and the method of its ex- 
penditure wasa triumph of secrecy. There 
was aslight trail left, though, and this trail 
the investigating committee has stumbled 
upon. The money was handied by a stranger. 
Many of those who dealt with bim did not 
know his name. He was not even a resident 
of the State, but he is known now. 
He lives in West Virginia, and 
he is a trusted agent of the 
Standard Oil Company. Of course the investi- 
gation committee cannot secure this man to 
ale testimony, and if they could he would not 
talk; but be is not unlikely to have fame 
thrust upon him soon to an extent which must 
be painful to one of bis retiring nature. 

This paymaster must have been an exceed- 
ingly shrewd as well as trustworthy personage. 
His conoection with the prominent figures 
among the Payne boomers was never sus- 
pected by the multitude. Col. Oliver Payne, 
an officer of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, of which his father, the Senator, 
ig the long-beaded adviser and schemer, 
occupied rooms in state at the principal hotel 
in Coiumbus, and this hotel and ail others in 
the town of any note were practicaily rented 
for the occasion, everything being made free 
as water to legislators and their families. 
There was aroarand a bustie, an advent of 
hundreds of the Cincinnati gang sent on by 
Payne's associates there, and amid the tumult 
the confidential man from West Virginia could 
move about Unnutiesd.. The cashier was not a | 
prominent personage before the caucus; after 
it be bad but a few bours’ work to do, and 
then he melted away like a fog in the morning. 
He has not materialized in Columbus since. 

The list of those who, immediately after the 
Payne election, stepped suddenly from almost 
penury to what is opulence in the rural dis- 
tricts has received a number of additions. As 
the matter is agitated reports come in from the 
small towns, where each individual knows all 
about the affairs of every one else in the piace, 
and where the sudden prosperity of the mem- 
ber of the Legislature from the district became 
about a year anda halt ago the subject of 
comment and scandal. The marvel is that 
these scandals were never grouped before. 
But one town knows little about the scandals 
of another unless such scandals are printed, 
and it is only now, when the tales of sudden 
comparative weaith are brought together, that 
their full significance is seen and an idea ob- 
tained of the immense sum of money which 
must have been expended in Columbus imme- 
diately after the assembling of the Coai-Oil 
Legisiature. . 

Even the shrewdness of the men now em- 
ployed to get witnesses and damaging docu- 
ments out of the way of the investigating 
committee is now taxed in interpos- 
ing obstacles, from the fact that in- 
tormation sought is coming by letter from 
sources of which the Coal-O.1 people can have 
no idea. There is literally no popular regard 
for Senator Payne in Ohio. He was not even a 
prominent Democratic leader before be ap- 
peared, with his enormous fortune and backed 
by the anti-Pendieton crowd from Cincinnati, 
to defeat the favorit of tae majority. and now 
po hesitation is shown by Democrats of the 
better class in telling what they know of the 
methods of his group. The very fact that the 
Payne investigation has been instituted 
is creditable to one portion of the Demo- 
cratic party in the State and indicative of 
the presence in its ranks of a large number of 
honest and iutelligent Voters. It is from such 
as these that letters and telegrams are coming, 
and the obstructioniste do not know where to 
find them. 

There is coming in this matter what the 
shrewdest men of both parties in the Legis- 
latue say. as a political sensation, will dwarf 
the present struggle in the Senate.

Russell looked up the law, but 
could not find any provision that would com-_ 
pel the City Treasurer to pay for the work done 
in Lake, and be complained of being left out 
in the cold. There is no danger of this. The 
Commissioners will draw up and the County 
Judge will sign a warrant upon the Town 
Treasury for the money due the dep- 
uty and ois assistants. The law pro- 
vides that with the exception of the 
salaries of the Commissioners and Chief Deputy 
and the judges and clerks at county elections, 
the city, village, or incorporated town that bas 
adopted the law is to pay all the expenses in- 
curred by the commission. 

Politicians in the Town of Lake are said to 
be disappointed in the new Election laws They 
had expected to have a commission of their 
own, and completely overlooked the section 
providing for the consolidations of towns un- 
der the Election Board of the eity they adjoin. 
If the town had its own commission there 


would be some more offices to fill. 

The “kicking” of the Democratic County 
Central Committee against the work of the 
Election Commission has not produced any vis- 
ibie effect. The three Commissioners pride 
themselves on being as independent a eet of 
men as could be found. Inaiscriminate kick- 
lug bas quite the opposit effect upon them to 
what the kickers intend. 

Some of the employés are kept busy drawing 
maps of various wards, showing the precinct 
boundaries. No maps have been printed yet, 
but a good many voters who take an active 
interest in the matter want to know how their 
ward has been districted and call at the office 
for maps. As many as possibie are accommo- 
dated. f 

The poll ma- places in all the wards have been 
located. Reports were turned in by the can- 
vassers of all the remaining wards but the 
Fifth and Eighteenth. The Commissiouers will 
examine the work Monday. There may be 
changes in about twenty or twenty-five cases, 
but the majority willi be approved. 

Ot the eighteen Aldermen whose terms of 
office expire April next, thirteen are Demo- 
crats ana five are Republicans. The Demo- 
crats are: Whelan, Sanders, Burke, Culler- 
ton, Hildreth, Lawicr, Gaynor, McNurneys, 
Dalton, Ryan, Coivin, Sweeney, and Noyes; 
the Republicans: Storey, Clarke, Bond, Camp- 
bell, and Young. Lawler is the only Democrat 
who will not seek re@lection, and he would if 
he dared offend bis constituents of the Sec- 
ond. Shorey and Bond of the Republicans 
wili not be candidates. The indications are 
that the Republicans will elect twelve, ver- 
baps thirteen of their candidates in the spring, 
thus insuring them a majority in the Council. 
Under the’new Election law, it is almost cer- 
tain that with good candidates the Republicans 
will win seats from the Democrats in the First, 
Tenth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and Eighteenth 
Wards. There is also a good chance to win in 
the Second, Seventh, and Sixteenth, and seats 
may be lost to the Democrats through disse - 
sions in the Fifth and Ninth, In nearly 
every ward the old Democratic Aldermen are 
being opposed by ambitious political brethren. 
Billy Whelan, Gaynor, Cullerton, and Colvin 
are the only ones whose right to reélection has 
not yet been challenged by a feliow-Democrat. 
In addition to the list of aspirants already pub- 
lished in THe TRIBUNE the following have de- 
veloped during the week: John Bush, a, house- 
carpenter, wants to succeed Burke in the 
Fifth. He belongs to Burke's side of the 
fence. Henry P. Bunker is likely to be trotted 
out by the Seventh Ward Young Democracy, 
of which he is a member, against Hildreth, 
Jim Walsh, ex-Alderman, way dispute McNur- 
ney's right to a renomination and suvceed to 
meet another defeat at the polls. Although 
Ald. Ryan pretends he is not a candidate he 
will be. It is an old trick of his to bold back 
until the last hour and then enter the ring. In 
the Seventeenth Ward thore is (alk OT @ com~ 
promise between the Sweeney and O'Malley 

litical families. IIis too early for that yet. 

e Republicans are less active tban their op- 
ponents so far. reélection of Clarke and 
Campbell in the Third and Tweifth, respective- 
ly, will hardly be opposed. It is said that 
Young will have to fight bard for the Repub- 
lican nomination in the Fifteenth. The only 
new candidates developed on the Republican 
side are Louis Wolf, a brass founder, in the 
Thirteenth, and W. L. Newman, a botelxeeper, 
in the Ninth. There is time enough for candi- 
dates, and Republicans as a rule do not take 
kindly to candidates who nominate themselves 
four weeks ahead. 

There is more interest in the town candi- 
dates among Republicans, especially in the 
South and West Towns. In the West Town 
each ward has a couple of candidates, and ali 
the present incumbents, with the possible ex- 
ception of Collector Schubert, will try to suc- 
ceed themselves. Among the aspirants who 
have cropped up during the last ten days are 
ex-Ald. Hiram Thompson, formerly of the 
Thirteenth, now of the Twelfth, Ward. He is 
being pushed for Assessor. So is L. P. Berry 
of the Bleventh Ward, and Kirk Eastman is 
being urged by his friends, whether with hie 
consent or not is not known. W. S. Kaufmann 
of the Eleventh Ward and George Hutt, a son 
of the ex-County Commissioner, are mentioned 
for Collector. There is not much cbange to 
speak of in the South Side. If Mr. Drake is 
out of the race F. C. Vierling and Enoch How- 
ard are the most likely men to get the nomina- 
tion for Assessor. W. H. Gleason will beyond 

much doubt get the nomination for Collector. 

Those who do not think that Carter H. Har- 
rison has aspirations to succeed Frank Lawler 
in the Second District are not behind the 
scenes. Every move made by the Old Man,“ 
as be is called around the City-Hall, is to 
strenthen his position down there. He is not 
going to many meetings, fearing lest he migut 


put his foot in it. He has a shrewd 
adviser nowadays close at his elbow. He 
is “getting in bis work quietly, ail 


the same. Some of his recent appointments 
down in the Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth Wards 
are fair indications of his purpose. George B. 
Nicodem, a prominent Bohemian of consider- 
able education and of influence in the E:ghth 
and Sixth Wards, is now a Mayor's policeman. 
Young Driscol|, the orator of the Eiguth Ward 
Democracy, who has moved into the Seventh 
and is working up the young Democracy there, 
has also been placed by Hizzoner. Driscol! 
says be is for Lawier. Another ane of the 
young bloods is located in the Controller's of- 
fice. Harrisons pian seems to be to capture 
the young Democracy in some of the wards 
and to play them off against his real oppo- 
nent, Judge Prendergast, whose friends are 
quietly working to transier bim from the bench 
to Congress halls. Between the Prendergast- 
ites and Harrisonites it will be steel cut steel. 
Phere is barely a chance that, though Frank 
Lawler may not succeed himself, he may nom- 
ipate the man. The Second District contest 
this fal will be as pretty a bit of political ma- 
neuvering as has been seen in Chicago for a 
long time. It will be deeply, dramatically in- 
teresting.

ne Police Inspector Tells the Story 
of the Recent Street-Oar 
Riots. 


How the Police Acted Under the As- 
saults of a Crazy, Infuriated 
Mob, 2 


Why the Club Was Ussd—The Part Played 
by Those “Innocent Cit- 
nens.“ 


Curcaao, Jan. 30.—| Editor of The Tribune.] 
For over six months my name has been al- 
most constantly before the public, and during 
that time the charge has been repeatediy made 
by the trade and labor organizations of this 
city that I was guilty of clubbing innocent and 
inoffensive citizens during the street-car riot 
of July last. 

I have said nothing to the public in my own 
defense up to this time, feeling and believing 
that my actions on that occasion were indorsed 
by ali who had the bonor and welfare of the 
city at heart; and I now feei confident that 
after a time, when passion and prejudice cool 
off, the great majority of the members of the 
trade and labor aseemblies will admit that but 
for the decided stand taken by the police 
blood would have flown freely, and many of 
their members who today are the pride of their 
fumiiies would now be eitber inmates of a 
felon’s cell or the grave. 

The first attempt to operate the Madison 
street line after the strike began was made 
the 2d day of July last, and I was ordered by 
our former chief, A. J. Doyle, to protect the 
property and employés of the railroad compa- 
ny. This order I attemptea to carry out by 
placing four officers on each car, afew at the 
intersections of Canal and Madiso1 and Madi- 
son and Halsted streets, the remainder of my 
available force bem stationed at the corner 
of Washington boulevard and Western avenue 
to protect the extensive shops and barns of the 
company located at that point. We were met 
with determined and successful opposition. In 
spite of the officers on the cars, the drivers and 
conductors were taken from their posts and 
beaten, the horses cut loose, the cars thrown 
off the track; and, in one instance, a portion 
of the mob procured a rope and attempted to 
bang an officer who bravely stood between 
them and the object of their wrath—one of the 
empioyés of the railroad company. The mob 
in its fury would in ail probability have taken 
the life of the officer but forthe courage of a 
reporter on one of the daily papers who went 
to his assistance. 

It is with sincere regret I have to state that 
the officer referred to (O’Brien) now filis an un- 
timely grave, shot a short time since by a crazy 
Nibilist. O’Brien had only to be known to be 
appreciated, and, bad he lived, would undoubt- 
edly have made his mark and been an honor to 
this, the city of his birth. 

WHY BONFIELD WAS IN CHARGE. 

Tt was now evident that any further attempt 
to operate any of the lines of the company with 
the force at hand would be criminally foolish 
and would be sure to result in bloodshed. Ac- 
cordingly the police were withdrawn, except a 
small force left to guard the sbops and barns 
of the company at Western avenue and Wash- 
ington street. That night Chief Doyle calied 


all bis Captains together and the situation was 
talked over. It was decided that all sbould be 
on band next morning with all their avail- 
able force, and each officer was given to 
understand that the reputation of the 
police and the eafety of the city depended 
upon us, the commanding officers of the de- 
partment, performing our duties faithfaliy 
and fearlesly, and seeing that those under us 
performed theirs in a like manner. We felt 
that failure on our part would result in calling 
out the State troops, with ball, cartridge and 
ung ouets in place of clubs, and that, almost to 
a certainty, huadreds of lives would be sacri- 
ficed. 
It will be asked by some why I took sucha 
prominent part in this affair. In answer I 
would say, first, it was my sworn duty to pro- 
tect life and property; second, the riot was lo- 
cated in the precinct of which I had command, 
and, by a rule of the department in all such 
cases, all are under the orders of the Captain 
having charge of the district in which the 
troubie may be located. Under these circum- 
stances it was my duty to take commana, and 
I did not then nor do I now feel that it would 
be proper for me to sbift the responsibility. 
Early the morning of July 8 we assembled at 
the barns on Western avenue, baving previous- 
ly placed what was considc: ed a sufficient force 
along Madison street, the line we intended to 
Operate. We started ten cars. These were 
loaded with 100 men under command of Capt. 
(now Chief) Eversoid, who took the advance. 
These cars were drawn up on Western avenue. 
and as fast as they were ready started toward 
Madison street, witb instructions to wait before 
turum on that street and then to move along 
slowly within easy supporting distance, 


FIGHTING THE MOB. 


While standing on Western avenue opposit 
the barns superiotending the starting of these 
cars and assigning the officers to their positions 
my attention was called to the fact that the line 
was blockaded, and on going forward to ascer- 
tain the cause I found that the driver had been 
removed from one of the cars by some 
of the strikers. He was pointei out 
to me as he was going east on 
Wasbington street, apparentiy in custody. I 
followed, stopped the party, and asked if he 
wanted to drive the car. He answered that he 
did if he was protected. I told bim we were 
there to protect him if he wanted to work, and 
ordered the person who bad bim to let him go 
and return to his car if he wished. Wehadgot 
back to a point about fifty feet from the car, 
when a man rushed up, took hold of the driver, 
and said he should not get on thatcar. I 
ordered him tostand back and let the driver 
use his own free will. He persisted in bolding 
on to him, and the mob commenced to gather 
around us. I felt that the time bad come to 
decide who was master, the mob or the po- 
lice. I could not persuade the man to cease 
his attack upon the driver and was compelled 
to use my dub. I could not do less than 1 did 
without doing less than my duty. That was 
the first blow struck to my knowledge, and cer- 
tainly was the only innocent man I struck 
during the entire riot. I eave the public to 
judge where the blame comes in. 

After placing the driver on bis car and in- 
structing the officers to protect the employés of 
the company at ail hazards, I observed that the 
cars in front were stopped on Madison street 
and Western avenue. and, proceeding to that 
point, found on arriving that a large mob bad 
collected were, nunibering not less than 1,000 
persons, and tbe streets for the distance ot 
several blocks barricaded, planks, water and 
gas pipes, curbstones weighing several hun- 
dred pounds, paving blocks, and everything 
movab'e was piled on the railroad tracks. The 
mob was angry and defiant; several stones 
were thrown into our ranks and the empioyés 
of the company and their escort were received 
with shouts of deflance and derision. Two 
companies under command of Capt. Ebersoid 
charged on the mob and drove them east on 
Madison 


Street, while a third compa- 
ny was detailed to remove the obstruc- 
tions from the tracks. In this order 


we advanced, followed by ten cars, each car 
having a guard of ten officers with the cxcep- 
tion of the front and rear cars, each of which 
had a guard of twenty-five men under com- 
mand of a lieutenant. Proceeding in this or- 
Ger, and fighting almost constantly with some 
portion of the mob, we reached the South Side. 
WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

The above will give the reader an idea of the 
first trip, atter which there was little if any 
obstruction placed upon the tracks; but cach 
car bad to be strongly guarded by police, in 
spite of whieh several cars were turned over 
and the drivers aud conductors severely beat- 
en, the mob rushing in and overpowering the 
police in a great many instances. Without co- 
ing into details, which would make this articie 
too long for the columns of a newspaper, the 
above is a brief account of the first and part 
or the second day’s proceedings during 
the street-railroad strike. Isaid the 84 day of 
Juiy last: “The club today saves the bullet 
tomorrow.“ and time has ouly convinced me 
that to have besitated then would have been 
criminal on our part and fatal to the best in- 
terests of gur eity. It is a well-known fact 
that the failure of the police to suppress the 
mob then would bave resulted in calling out 
the militia, and who that has a recollection of 
the riots of 1877 in bis mind or still later looks 
at the riots of Pittsburg, Cincinnati, and our 
littie neighboring Lemont, in ail of whicb cases 
the militia was called out and in all many lives 
were lost. Who does not see that our firmness 
in restoring order withbcut the militia saved 
life and biocody scenes that would have dis- 
@raced the city’ Look at the facts in our case: 


i For several days 


we bad a late and deter- 

mined mob to contend with, yet not one life 

was sacrificed nor was avy one seriously burt. 
THOSE “INNOCENT” PEOPLE. 

It is claimed that innocent persons were 
clubbed. Let us see how innocent they were. 
Take the crowd on the corner of Madison street 
and Western avenue as a sample: The street 
from building line to building line was packed 
with people, the front rank stood quiet, those 
a little to the rear booted and threw stones at 
the offivers; the front rank refused to move, 
said that they lived there, or that they were 
doing nothing and had a richt to stand there. 
In such a case what should be done? There 
was but one course to pursue, that was to 
make everybody move without regard to who 
or what he might be. That was no time or 
place to hold a court of inquiry. The fact ofa 
person being there, encouraging by his pres- 
ence deeds of violence and lawiesness, and re- 
fusmg to move when ordered by the police to 
do so, was sufficient evidence, and justified the 
officer in using sufficient force to make him or 
them move, and it is tortunate for all if they 
can be induced to disperse with the club, with- 
out being compelied to have recourse to the 
bullet, 

Persons reading in the daily papers the pro- 
ceedings of the several meetings held by the 
Trade and Labor Assemblies would be made to 
believe that I was the only officer that had a 
o. ub during the riot, or at least that I was the 
only person that made use of one, If their 
statements are true, I was on all parts of the 
street atthe same time and at all times. It 
would be supposed that out of nearly 400 . 
ficers on Madison street during the day I was 
the only one that struck a blow. The facts are 
that after the first trip I was called to the City- 
Hall by his Honor the Mayor, to whom I re- 


ported. From there I went to the Des- 
piaines Street Station, where Chief Doyle 
and myself spent some time in 


consultation, and during all this time the cats 
were running, escorted by the police under 
command of Capt. Ebersold, who took com- 
mand during my absence. The gentlemen do 
me too much honor. I was not che only one 
that did his duty, and, taking into consideration 
the pressure that was brought to bear on some 
of our officers and men by political demagogs 
and mountebanks, all did well. 

I make this statement, and ask for its con- 
sideration by the public, not in my official ca- 
pacity as an officer of the department of police, 
but in that of a private citizen who has lived 
in this city for nearly forty-two years, and who 
values the respect and esteem of his fellow- 
citizens far more than any office in the gift of 
the municipality. JoHN BONFIELD. 


COOK COUNTY BUSINESS. 


THE BOARD SEEKING TO ECONOMIZE BY 
THE CAREFUL FEEDING OF PIGS—RUMOR 
REGARDING THE ABSTRACT MATTER—A 
QUESTION OF SALARY. 

A majority of the members of the Commit- 
tee on Public Charities of the County Board 
yesterday decided to recommend that between 
500 and 600 hogs be purchased at the stock- 
yards this week and taken to the insane 
asylum, where they will be kept until next 
summer and fall, and then siaugbtered for the 
use of the inmates of the asylum, infirmary, 
and hospital. An immense amount of refuse 
is taken daily from the County Hospital and 
thrown on vacant land outside the city iimits, 
and which the committee think might be 


turned to use in being fed to 
bogs. A saving in the meat Dill 
of the county would thus be affected. It is 


also proposed by the committee to sell twenty 
of the milch cows which are at the infirmary, 


and which give hardly any milk, and buy 
twenty good milkers as substitutes tor them. 

Commissioner Wren yesterday suggested that 
the board might still further retrench expenses 
by disposing with the writing up of the Insane 
Court record, for which service the county is at 
present paying $40 a month. The Commissioner 
thought that the simple court record would 
suffice for all practical purposes. This is 
denied, however, by other persons, who say 
that the court record proper gives only the 
briefest outline of the cases which come up, 
while as the work is done at present the par- 
ticulars inevery case are noted and much 
valuable information in the various cases pre- 
served which would otherwise be lost. 

There was some talk about the County Board 
rooms yesterday to the effect that at tomor- 
row's meeting of the board a proposition would 
be madeto sell the county abstracts, about 
which there has been so much discussion, to 
Outside parties. But little credence was placed 
in the rumor, However. Counsy-Attorney Law 
said that such a proposition would be prepos- 
terous and grossly illegal, as none of the coun- 
ty records can be disposed of in the manner 
referred to. A member of the board stated 
that the proposal ot Recorder Scribner to write 
up the back records for the sum of $50,000 
would be placed on file at tomorrow's meeting 
and that the matterof leasing the abstract 
books would be again postponed. 

The matter of fixing the salary of the Chief 
Deputy Coroner vill come before the Board of 
County Commissioners at their meeting to- 
morrow. In November last Judge Rogers 
passed an order empowering Coroner Hertz to 
employ a Chiet Deputy. Pbilip Knopf was 
chosen, and since then he has been paid at the 
rate of $2,000 per year. The Committee on 
Publie service at their meeting Friday last 
sent for Coroner Hertzto obtain his views 
on the matter. The Coroner was unable to be 
present, however, owing to sickness, but yes- 
terday afternoon be vis.ted the County Board 
rooms and suggested that his Chief Deputy 
should at Jeast receive as large a salary 
as that paid to several officials 
whose responsibility is not so great. Some 
members of the committee thought that $1,200 
per year would be a sufficient salary, but Cor- 
oner Hertz stated that it would be almost im- 
possibie to get a competent man to accept the 
position at that figure and give the bond re- 
quired—namely: $15,000. 


ALL MOONSHINE. 


ONE VERDICT REGARDING THE STORY OF 
TWENTY-NINE NEGROES BEING KEPT IN 
SLAVERY IN GEORGIA. 

COLUMBIA, 8. C., Jan. 80.—[Special.|—In- 
vestigation bas proven that the sensational 
dispatch recently sent out from Atlanta, Ga., 
about twenty-nine negroes from Greenville, 
this State, being kept in practical slavery upon 
turpentine farms in Southwestern Georgia and 
being paid 10 cents a day for their labor is all 
moonshine. The truth of the matter is about 
this: he negroes were probably deceived by 
the agents of the farms as to the wages they 
could earn. Their expenses were paid by those 
who enticed them away. The laborers were 
made to enter into contracts before they 
knew anything of the work they were 
to do, and, finding they knew nothing of the 
art of cutting turpentine boxes, they became 
dissatisfied, attempted to return home, and 
were prevented under the Georgia law for vio- 


lation of contract. It is no very uncommon 
occurrence for persons to be arrested and im- 
prisoned in this State for violation of a con- 
tract after they have entered upon the work 
of it. It is not doubted that those who list- 
ened to the enticing offers of the turpentine 
men have been unfairly dealt with, and 


have had a rough time of it, but 
some parts of the story will not bear 
investigation. They say they were promised 


twoand a half cents per box and were only 
allowed one and a quarter cents. At the latter 
price an experienced box-cutter, as is well 
known by turpentine farmers, ean earn fair 
wages for bis labor. The negroes who went 
from Greenville never saw a turpentine farm 
in their lives, and knew absolutely nothing of 
the work they went to Georgia to perform. 
They got themselves into bad business in sev- 
eral ways, and must be themselves at fault in 
some way, for a mere boy could ina short time 
learn to cut more than twenty boxes per day, 
which they say is all they could do. The lesson 
they have learned will be useful to others who 
may be similariy temptea. 


LOCKED OUT OF CHURCH. 


A BISHOP AND PASTOR REFUSED ENTRANCE 
TO THE SACRED EDIFICE BY THE MAJORITY 
OF THE CONGREGATION. 

COLUMBIA, S. C., Jan. 30.—(Special.|—At 6 
o'clock this evening lawyers representing 
Bishop Shorter, who was yesterday locked out 
of the Bethel A. M. E. Church in this city, ap- 
peared before Chief-Justice Simpson of the Su- 
pre me Court and applied for a peremptory writ 
of mandamus, the Bishop being very desirous 
of obtaining vossession of the church ¢0 that 
he might deliver a sermon tomorrow. After 
bearing the argument the Judge refused to 
grant the writ asked for. This leaves the 
Bisbop and pastor of the church ina peculiar 
position.

Tuis arch is to be sixty feet long and constructed of granit and connects the Lake-Shore walk with the many Walks 
surrounding the artificial lake in the centre of the park. This arched way affords a beautiful vista looking east and west and is faced by a

tion will be taken. About forty plans were submitted, ana this design was selected on account of ité originality as weil as general excellence, I 


will cost about $30,000, éxciusive of the statue.

the best bronze statue that can be procured. The designer, Frederick M. Whitehouse, is of the firm of Burling & Whitehouse.

THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 


A HOPEFUL OUTLOOK IN THE WAY OF SUB- 
SCRIPTIONS FOR THE PROPOSED INSTITU- 
TION AT WASHINGTON. 

Bisbops Spalding and Ireland, who were here 
last week in the interest of the American Cath- 
olic University to be located at Washington, 
and who by resolution at the meeting held in 
the Grand Pacific Hotel Wednesday were em- 
powered to appoint a committee to solicit sub- 
scriptions in aid of the movement, have 
appointed the following gentiemen for that 
purpose: W. J. Onaban, Michael Cudahy, John 
Cudaby, Bernard Callaghan, Charles A. Mair. 
A. C. Hesing, W. F. McLaugbiin, and C. C. 
Copeland. This committee will act with a com- 
mittee of the Catholic clergy, to be selected by 
the Very-Rev. Father Conway, V. G. Arch- 
bishop Feehan has given the project bis fullest 
sanction and his blessing, and has requested 
the Vicar-General to act with the clergy 
in making the movement in Chicago 
a success. It is not the intention, it ap- 
pears, to appeal to Catholics of humble 
means, butto such as are in good circum- 
stances and can afford to contribute. The 
committee has already entered earnestly on the 
work and so far bas met with the most gratify- 
ing success. Nearly $10,000 bas been sub- 
scribed, of which more than haif was given by 
three individuals. The members of the com- 
mittee are encouraged to believe that Chicago 
will maintain its reputation for generosity with 
reference to this project. Already over 8600. 
000, inclusive of the bequestof Miss Caldwell, 
bas been subscribed for the university, and the 
Catholics of Baltimore and Washington have 
promised to endow a professorship each in it. 
New York is expected to contribute a munifi- 
cent sum, as thousands of its Catholic inhab- 
itants are very wealthy. Bishops Ireland and 
Spalding have left the city for their respective 
dioceses, but they will return soon to aid the 
project in this city. As both the reverend pre- 
lates are very popular here, and as they have 
the hearty coOperanon of the Archbishop and 
his clergy, they will no doubt receive generous 
support from the Catholic laity who are in affiu- 
ent circumstances here. 


THE NEW SOLDIERS’ HOME. 
MAJ. RANDOLPH TALKS ABOUT THE PRO- 
POSED INSTITUTION AT QUINCY. 

Maj. S. M. Randolph, who was appointed 
architect of the projected Lilinois Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Home at Quincy by the Board of Trust- 
ees, bas returned bome after visiting the site 
and conferring with the late Board of Commis- 
sioners, the trustees, and Capt. E. C. Nichols 
of Kansas City. who is the consulting engineer. 
The location is a very pretty one,” said Maj. 
Randolph. Nature has done all she could to 
to beautify the spot, and there are possibilities 
of making it a very pleasant place. Capt. 
Nichols says that he has visited all the soldiers’ 
homes in America, and that none of them have 
such a desirable site. It covers 142 acres and 
belonged to arich Kentucky planter who had 
about half of it under cultivation, while the 
other haif be turned into a charming park, in 
which are stately oaks aud other natural tim- 
ber. It is a roiling ground, lying one mile 
north of the vourt-house, three-quarters of a 
mile northwest of the reservoir, and is bound- 
ed generaily by Locust street on the south, 
Cedar Creek on the north, Twelith street 
on the east, and sixth street on the 
west. Cedar Creek and the combined tracks 
of the C., B. & C. and Wabash Railways run 
through the northern part of the park. It will 
be remembered that only $10,000 of tne $200,- 
000 appropriation was to be used for a site, and 
that out of this sum of $10,000 the traveling 
expenses of the Commission on Site were to be 
paid. These amounted to something like 
$3,000, leaving only $7,000 for the site, and that 
is all that Quincy gets for it, having to make 
up the balance herself. I. of course, have not 
formulated any plans yet, nor even commenced 
my estimates, but as the G. A. R. encampment 
will be heid at Springfield Feb. 17 1 shall try to 
bave my report and suggestions ready for the 
occasion. Of the two recommendations made, 
and which THe TRIBUNE pubiisbed today, the 
trustees are more inclined to favor a number 
of cottages each to board and lodge about forty 
men, but this will be expensive, as there are 
already 600 men ready to go in, and 2,000 other 
men at other homes have asked to be trans- 
ferred to Quincy when the home sball be 
ready. This pluce would be far more healthy 
and pleasant for the boys, but the cost must 
ficure in our deliberations. I am going to visit 
the Soldiers’ Homes at Dayton, Fort Leaven- 
worth, ang Milwaukee, and several Eastern 
cities before I put band to paper. 


ANEW “HOPPER” SCALE. 

THE IMPROVED METHOD OF TRANSFERRING 
GRAIN TO BE SHORTLY ADOPTED BY THE 
BOARD OF TRADE, 

In answer to an invitation extended by Rich- 
ards, Maynard & Co., the originators of the 
Richards improved hopper scale grain trans- 
fer,“ some twenty Board of Trade members 
and newspaper men took a special car on the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad 
yesterday afternoon and went to Englewood to 
inspect the company’s transfer system in oper- 
ation at that point. The plant cunsists of a 


three-story building, deep enough to hold five 
freight cars, with an inclined plane running up 
to the third floor. The cars loaded with grain 
to be weighed and transferred from a Western 
car into one of an Eastern road are pushed up. 
the inclined plane into the building, each car 
being left alongside of a bin or hopper. The 
grain is emptied from the car into the hopper 
by the use of large wooden shovels operated 
by ropes attached to machinery. The 
hoppers rest on large scales and 
un accurate weight of the grain is taken, after 
which the slide in the bottom of the hopper is 
opened, and the grain passes through a chute 
into the empty car standing on the track below. 
The entire operation of transferring to the 
hopper, weighing and running into the other 
car, as seen yesterday, consumed seventeen 
minutes for the corn and twenty minutes for 
the oats. The gentiemen present all expressed 
themselves as very greatly pleased with the 
performance, and spoke of its being vastly 
superior to the old style of track-scale wéeigh- 
ing, where the difference between the actual 
and the given weight of a car-ioaa of grain 
would be all the way from 100 to 500 pounds. 
This new plan is to be adopted by the Board cf 
Trade in all transactions of receiving and ship- 
ping grain atter the Ist of May.

A epidemic of diphtheria is at the present 
time raging in Lake with tatal results.

The disease was noticed during 
the latter part of December, when nearly a 
dozen fatal cases were reported, while a score 
perbaps recovered.

Health Commissioner C. P. Caldwell said last 
evening that be had caused piacards to be 
placed on all infected houses, and that the 
principals in the various schools were also noti- 
fied to dismiss all children liable to carry con- 
tagion.

A CHICAGO SYNDICATE SECURES THE PA- 
TENTS OF PROFESSOR MITSCHERLICH OF 
GERMANY FOR MANUFACTURING CELLU- 
LOSE OR SULPHITE FROM WOOD, OUT OF 
WHICH PAPER AND OTHER TEXTILE FAB- 
RICS ARE MADE. N 
One of the most valuable recent inventions 

of the word is that of Profs Mitscherlich of 

Germany for manufacturing-celiuiose or sul- 

phite from wood. His investiganons have been 

going on for several years past and have re- 
sulted in producing a flexible fibre that wil! 
inake as fine paper asthe best rags. The pa- 
tents, as recorded in Germany, Engiand, France, 
and other European countries, comprise im- 
provements in the manufacture of tannic acid 
from wood and other Vegetable matter und the 
invention of machinery and methods for pre- 
paring cellulose from wood. Briefly, the opera- 
tien of preparing celiulose—which is the most 
valuable patent—is to strip the bark off the 
wood and cut it into convenient pieces for 
handling. without removing the knots or small 
limbs; these pieces are placed into a boiler 


which has an interior lining of stone, 
cement, and lead, and which is pro- 
vided with heating tables and with’ otn- 


er accessories required tor the induction and 
eduction of steam, etc. As soon as the boiler 
is charged with wood it is hermetically closed 
and the wood treated with steam and then with 
aqueous solution of bisulpbite of lime, accord- 
ing to the s ze of the wood, at a temperature of 
108° centigrade for acertain length of time, 
preferably for somewbat more tban eight 
hours. By the action of the steam and bisul- 
pbhite of iime upon the wood all the soluble 
substances which surround and permeate the 
fibres of the wood are dissolved, while the cel- 
lulose remains as a soft mass in the liquid. 
This process promises to revolutionize the 
paper trade of Europe and America. The fol- 
lowing trom The Puper Worid indicates the 
effect of this process upon the European 
market at the present time: Even in Germa- 
ny, where workmen receive not balf the rate 
of wages paid to their English brethren, and 
where everything eise is relatively cheaper 
than bere, the distress resulting from biind, 
desperate competition is making itself feit, 
and that, too, as regards the goods manufact- 
ured for the British market. A hundred and 
sixty-eight papermakers are adopting, or go- 
ing to adopt, the process out of which Prof. 
Mitscherlich bus made a fortune, and in a short 
time a new phase will thus confront us in our 
foreign imports,” The Chicago syndicate (in- 
corporated as the Mitscherlich Sulphite Com- 
pany), with offices in Room 13, No. 116 La Salie 
street, have secured control of the American 
patents and are now organizing to erect facto- 
ries in Chicago and in other sections of the 
country. Spruce pine, which 18 the least val- 
uable of our timber, is claimed to be the most 
valuable for making cellulose.

RELIEF FOR RAILROAD MEN. 


AN INGENIOUS AND ADVANTAGEOUS SCHEME 
ADOPTED BY THE PENNSYLVANIA ROAD 
FOR THE BENEFIT OF ITS EMPLOYEES. 
Within tne last few days the Pennsylvania 

Railroad Company has been engaged in organ- 

izing a relief department for the benefit of all 

employés of the road and its connections, and 
yesterday all details were perfected. A re- 
porter called upon Mr. Robert T. Brydon, 

Western Passenger Agent of the road, yester- 

day, and had the workings of the plan ex- 

plained. It is to the interest of all employés 
of the road to become members,” gaid Mr. 

Brydon; * it is one of the best schemes that I 

bave ever heard of in the railroad business, 

and the company is entitled o commendation 


for its efforts in bringing the innovation to 
such a successful issue. When its workings 
become generally known I anticipate that 
other companies will foliow, but as matters 
now stand the Pennsylvania Railroad is the 
pioneer.“ 

Mr. Charles E. Pugh, who has occupied va- 
rious positions in the employ Of the company, 
proposed the plan some weeks ago. He is fa- 
miliar with the dangers that always threaten 
men who run on the road. When a man is in- 
jured or killed it often bappens that there is no 
money on hana to pay doctor bills or burial] 
expenses. The relief fund in such cases may 
be drawn upon, and should a man be injurea 
he will receive a certain sum during his illness, 
und should he be killed his wife or children 
will be given a sum from the fund which, if 
carefully invested, will keep them from want. 

In order to make the assessment upon those 
who join the department as light as possible 
the company has expressed its wells ness to 
bear all expenses, such as Management, officers, 
room, fuel, light, ete. In tact, the company 
bas done everything possible to make the fund 
a success, and, as the heads of the various de- 
partments are to be its officers and the com- 
pany is to make good all losses, it is palpabie 
that the desired result will be reached. The 
scheme is a sweeping one and takes in every 
man from President tothe brakeman. Joining 
the association, however, is not compulsory; it 
is optional! witd all. 

In order to ascertain the monthly rates, dif- 
ferent classes will be made up according to the 
wages received by each man per month. The 
amounts that will have to be paid and the bene- 
fits to be received are set out in the following 
table:

The operations of the new department wil! 
begin Monday, from which time applications 
for membersbip will be received. The pay- 
ment of contributions and the rights to re- 
ceive benefits, however, will not commence 
until the 15th of February. The Ist of the 
month all who want to become members may 
do so, but after six months have elapsed the 
physical condition Of all applicants will be ex- 
amined into. After the expiration of six 
months the company will discontinue the al- 
lowance of gratuities to empioyés, and all fines 
paid by employers for dereliction of duty will 
thereafter be added to the general fund. The 
Superintendent will be aided in his work by an 
Advisory Board. The latter is to be chosen 
equally by members of the fund and by the 
Board of Directors of the company, with the 
General Manager of the company and the Su- 
poriutendent of tbe relief department as ex- 
officio members. 

The benefits will consist mainly of pa; ments 
of stated amounts to members disabled by 
sickness or by injuries received in the dis- 
charge of their duties; payments of stated 
amounts to relatives; freé surgical attendance; 
arrangements for fixed moderate rates, of 
which members may avail themselves, for med- 
ical attendance in case of ordinary sickness; 
medical supervision over sanitary and other 
matters affecting the health of members. 

In all cases where a retrenchmeut in the 
expenses of the road is made,” said Mr. Bry- 
don, those who are members of the fund will 
be kept on the pay-roll, and those who are not 
will bedismissed. It is apparent that the relief 
department is one of the best bureaus ever or- 
ganized in the railroad business, and all our 
employés who have been sounded on the ques- 
tion bave expressed their willingness to join 
at once.

RAILROADS. 


A Stern Necessity for Action That 
Will Stimulate Shipments Hast 


Freight Rates Bound to Come Down 
Somehow—The Rock Island An- 
swers “ Railroader.” 


. — 


A Statement of the Earnines of the Illi- 
nois Central Road for the Tear 
1885. 


Unless the roads running east from this city 
take some steps at once that will stimulate 
shipments vie Chicago to the east they may 
just as well retire from the through business 
altogether. East-bound shipments are getting 
lighter from day to day. . The total shipments 
of flour, grain, and provisions east from this 

y during the iast week by all lines amounted 
to only 25,246 tons, against 25,952 tons tor the 
week previous. How small this amount is for 
this season of the year is shown by the fact 
that the shipments for the corresponding week 
last year amounted to 85,7387 tons, and business 
was then considered dull. Hardly any of the 
east-bound roads earned dividends last year. 
It is bard to see how they will be abie 
to earn expenses even this year with 
only one-third of that amount of business. The 
Vanderbilt roads are suffering more severely 
from this state of affairs than any of the other 
east-bound lines, as the drift of business is al- 
most entirely to Baltimore. The Baltimore & 
Ohio and its connections, and the Pennsylvania 
lines are getting the great bulk of the small 
tonnage that goes east. The three Vanderbilt 
lines—Lake Shore, Michigan Central, and Nick- 
el Plate—which, for the corresponding week 
last year, carried 54% per cent of the ship- 
ments of flour, grain, and provisions, carried 
but 83 per cent during the last week. That 
this state of affairs cannot continue much 
longer must be apparent. Eiter there will be 
® general reduction in rates by mutual con- 
sent, or the roads will commence to cut the 
rates clandestinely. The fact bas been well 
established by this time that, under existing 
circumstances, the freight rates are prohibitory 
and prevent shipments from coming via Chi- 
cago. There is considerable corn coming for- 
ward just now from Nebraska and Kansas, but 
it goes all to St. Louis and Memphis, from 
which points it goes East either by the Cnesa- 
peake & Ohio (which is not in the trunk-line 
pool) or takes Gould barge lines for New Or- 
leans. The reasons given why none of this 
corn goes via Chioago is the alleged faulty in- 
spection at this point. The railroads claim 
that at St. Louis and other points the corn in- 
spects much higher, and consequently the 
producers and shippers get better prices by 
sending it by these routes. The dt. Louis 
merchants themselves assign that reason for 
the diversion of business to St. Louis. An- 
other reason assigned for the light east-bdund 
movement of freight from Chicago is the 


difference between the prices of grain 
for immediate delivery and for de- 
livery in May. This difference in 


prices is said to be so greut that grain is held. 
in elevators and storehouses until the spring 
opening of navigation. Yet these causes alone 
are not the only causes for the diversion from 
Chicago. Everything mdicates that rates from 
St. Louis ana other points are beg systemat- 
ically cut by underbiiling and other unfair 
practices, while from Chicago they have been 
tolerably well maintained thus tar. The fact 
that the lines running to Baltimore get the 
bulk of the business seems to indicate that 
their advantage is secured by the cutting of 
rates. Not only the movement of grain is to 
Baltimore, but that of provisions as weil. The 
differential of three cents per 100 pounds in 
favor of Baltimore is hardly sufficient to turn 
the business that way. But if that is the 
cause it goes to prove that a reasonable reduc- 
tion in freight rates would stimulate sbip- 
ments. So lone as this state of at- 
fairs prevails it is useless for the trunk 
lines to talk about enforcing an ironclad pool- 
ing agreement, and maintaining tne present 
rates. They will be compeiled to meet the exi- 
geucies of the dul! times or else they will have 
to go without any business. While it is true 
that the business by the Western lines is as bad 
as that by the Eastern, yet they can stand it 
much better, as they will get the business when 
navigation opens.

A ROAD ON THE MARKET. 

WaBAsH, Ind., Jan. 30.— Special. ]—It is 
learned today that a party of Michigan and 
Canadian capitalists are inspecting the Cincin- 
nati, Wabash & Michigan Railroad with a view 
to its purchase. Josepb Procter and A. Bruce, 
wealthy Scotchmen who are interested in 
tne Northern Railway of Canada, and 
Charles F. Conrad, a heavy wine op- 
erator and furnace owner in 
the Northern Peninsula of Michigan form the 
committee of the syndicate, and today com- 
pleted a very careful examination of the prop- 
erty. They expressed themselves highly 
pleased with the line, and they will undoubted- 
ly render a report favorabie to the purchase of 
the road. 

The road 1s 165 miles long, extending from 
Anderson, Ind., to Benton Harbor, Mich. It 18 
proposed by the Canadian parties to extend it 
south from Anderson to Louisville or Cincin- 
nati the coming summer, and to make it an im- 
portant through line for passengers and 
freight. President J. H. Wade of Cleveland,

ITEMS. 

The total tax paid by twenty-three railroad 
companies in Cook County is $524,547. The 
largest sum paid by any one road is $74,365 by 
the Rock Island.

At the meeting of the Erie fast freight lines 
last week it was decided that the Commercial 
Express fast freight line should continue an 
independent organization. 


Commissioner George R. Blanchard bad a 
conference yesterday with the members of the 
Chicago Committee of East-Bound Freight 
Traffic, the object of which was principally to 
become acquainted with them. They talked 
over the general situation regarding east-bound 
traffic and then adjourned. 

Tne Dubuque & Northwestern Railroad bas, 
for all practical purposes, passed into the 
hands or under the control of the Minnesota & 
Northwestern Railway Company, and, it is 
stated, will be completed trom Dubuque to St. 
Paul before the close of the present year. 
Many believe that when completed it will be 
operated by the Illinois Central, and be made 
part of a through line from St. Paul to New 
Orieans. 


The business of the Southwestern Railway 
Association has never before been so poor as 
it is at present. The gross earnings of all the 
roads in the association for the first three 
weeks in January amounted to only $288,000. a 
decrease of $295,000 from the earnings for the 
corresponding period last year. This shows 
that the roads are doing less than one-half the 
business they did at this time last year. [If it 
were not for a good movement in live stock 
the decrease would be still greater.

bopefulness of reward. Their line of action 
in the new circumstances has been very care- 
fully thought out, and Ireland's necessities, 
both immediate and future, have been so care- 
fully considered that nothing sbort of actual 
revolution can upset the plans which have been 
laid for relief.

MATTERS IN SUNNY ITALY. 

The correspundent of the Cable News at 
Rome telegrapbs that the Radicals coutinue 
their ferce attacks upon the pol cy of Uount di 
Robilant, Italy's Foreign Minister. The Count's 
complicity in the coereion of Greece by the 
Powers has been seized upon as the ground of 
One of their strongest criticisms. They compare

Vannuetelli, It is doubtful that a nuncio 
will be appointed to fill the long-existing va- 
caocy at Berlin. The rapprochement between 
Germany and the Vatican, noticeable as it is 
becoming, bas perhaps not yet developed suf- 
ficient cordiality to warrant such a com piete 
abandonment of the att:tude forced upoo the 
Vatioan by the Kulturkampf. There are rea- 
sons tor believing, however, that Prince Bis 
marck will continue his policy of concession 
by raising Baron von Sohloeser. formerly Min- 
ister to Washington, and more recently, it is 
understood, representing Germany unoff- 
cially at the Vatican, to the rank of 
German Ambassador to the Vatican, giving 
aim precedence ot rank over Herr von Kendall. 
Ambassador to Italy. This wul, of course, if 
carr.ed out according to program, cause a great 
sensation and bave anything but a soothing 
effect upon the troubled relations between the 
Pope and the Quirinal.

Lospon, Jan. 30.—|Special Cable Dispatch 
to The Chicaro Tribune.}—While every one is 
discussing the possibi ity of Mr. Parnell being 
offered the Chief Secretarysbip ior Ireland. 
and the question whether he would accept it if 
Offered to him, a courageous Scotch member 
took the simple course of asking Mr. Parnell 
himself: 

Would vou.“ he said, to the latter in the 
House after the defeat of the Government, 
under any circumstances accept the offer of 
the Chief Secretaryship?” 

Mr. Purnell's repiy was: “Certainly not.

He could bave bad certainly thirty-five Whigs 
in the Commons, and possibiy fifty more, if he 
bad raised the standard of the landed inter- 


ests. The Queen would have thrown 
herself actively into the work of sup 
porting him. The London Tory and Whig 


press would have extolied bim as the savicr of 
the Empire. But, tremendous as the temota- 
tion was, be rei used from the start and went 
into the lobby with the Tories, when bis orig- 
inal intention was not to vote, so that he would 
be in a minority on a decisive division, and th.s 
would render it unconst'tutiona! for the Queen 
to send for him. She was inclined to disregard 
this, however, and cont:nued to urge bim to 
accept. For a time be was irresoiute. Fina.ly, 
Friday, be said no. Then only did the Queen 
swallow the bitter pill and send for Mr. Giad- 
stone. 


CHAMBERLAIN’S SUCCESSFUL WIRE-PULL- 
ING. 

Lord Hartington is still undecided whether 
or not to enter the new Cabinet. Many of bis 
old co leagues believe that eventually be will, 
but 1 am inclined to tbink it more likely that 
be will retire from public life uitogether. If 
only his prejudices on the land and Irish ques- 
tions were involved, probably Mr. Gladstone 
and Lord Spencer micht win him over, but be 
knows that, while these and a few others desire 
him in the Cabinet, there is a strong opposing 
force anxious to keep him out. 

It now grows plaiu that Mr. Chamberiain’s 
pretended meeting was a maneuver to seduce 
Lord Hartington into a bolt which would ren- 
der it impossibie that he should join a new 
Ministry. Another part of the same strategy 
was to force Mr. Coliings’ land resoluuon tor- 
ward as a crucial test, so as to shut the Whigs 
out and make Mr. Chamberiain’s tbree-acres- 
and-a-cow scheme a typical principie of the 
new Cabinet. The story o: these preliminary 
tactics is deeply interesting. As late as Mon- 
day night Mr. Gladstone was not prepared to 
vote for Mr. Collings’ resoution. He pre- 
ferred to fight on giving the new rules prece- 
dence, but Mr. Chamberiain nad his way, and he 
will be the chief figure in the Gladstone Gov- 
ernment as well as the sole visible be.r of the 
Grand Vid Man. 

NO IRISH PLEDGES—CABINET GUESSING. 

Mr. Gladstone will go into office without 
giving a singie pledge to the Irish. This is ab- 
solutely certain. The Parnellites were in a 
dilema whether to sustain the Tories with cer- 
tain coercion or to but in Mr. Gladstone with 
probabie concessions. They have known since 
Oct. 10 about what Mr. Giadstone was willing 
to do for Ireland, and since the session began 
they have had ampie chances to contirm at sec- 
ond hand ther faith that be is resolute in his 
wishes to grapple with the issue of bome rule. 

The Cabinet list will probably include Mr. 
Chamberlain. Mr. Chiiders, Sir William Har- 
court, Mr. Trevelyao, and among the new men 
M., John Moriey, Mr. Mundefia, Mr. Stansfeld, 
and possibly Mr. Collings and Mr. Sbaw-Le- 
fevre, if the latter gets a seat. Inany case it 
will be strongly Radical, and the Whigs will 
be suffered neither to darken counsel nor to 
obstruct decision. It is not unlikely that Mr. 
Coamberiain will be tne Chancellor ef the Ex- 
chequer. The rumors of his taking the 
Irish Secretarysh:p are improbable. The 
stories about Mr. Parnell or any other Irisb- 
man accepting a place are wild rubbisn. It is 
conce vable that this might be the case ina 
situation where the Irish leaders could regard 
such un acceptance as wise, but it would not 
be so pow, and, moreover, if it were wise u 
some respects, the task of convincing their 
Irish constituents that the action was defensi- 
ble would be a greater one than the work of 
creating the leawue. Mr. Morley is rather fa- 
vored for the place just now, though 
it is very doubiful if it will be 
given to bim. There would be a disposition to 
make Lord Ripon V ceroy if n did not necesst- 
tate legisiation removing the bar to Catbolics. 
As it is, the chances seem to be that this post 
will be left vacant and a bill introduced for its 
abolition altogether. 

DISSOLUTION PROBABLY IMMINENT, 

There is reason now to suppose that a disso- 
lution is imminent, or that Parliament wil be 
short-lived. The Irish are disposed to give Mr. 


Gladstone a loyal support for a long 
time to come if ne avoids all forms 
of ooercion and persists straight in 
the path toward hbowmwe_ rule. They 


will not insist on torcing bis banda, but win 
mass all their strength whenever a radical re- 
form comes up with the purpose of further 
alienating the Whigs and increasing Radical 
dependence on them. Tous reform legislation 
is likely to advance by leaps and bounds.

Lowponr, Jan. 30.—| Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to Tne Tribune.|—A Paris dispatch says 
that a well-informed royalist friend, enjoying 
the most exceptional means of knowing all 
that goes on in the bighest ecclesiastical cir- 
cles, guarantees the absolute sccuracy of the 
startiing tacts revealed in the following letter 
he sends concerning whut he calls the clandes- 
tine intrigues of Prince Victor: 

Tho tradiuons of tamily batred seem fatal 
with the Bonapartes. When Napolevti the 
First was crushed by the European coalition in 
1815 bis brother, Lucien, was in ecstacies of 
delight, and in a letter now in my possession 
penned the following words: En in la main de 
fer est brisee.’ The terrible domestic strife 
that baslong been smoldering between Prince 
Victor and bis father bas, judgmg from the 
revelations, now reached its denouement. 
Some day Prince Victor will probably say the 
same thing of his father that Prince Lucien 
wrote of the First Napoleon—Bonapartism is 
now falling to pieces. The anti-Republican 
current that deciared itself in the elections 
of Oct. 4 is not onig becoming stronger, 
but is in favor of the royalists, and 
I could astonieh you dy  oiting the 
names of prominent Bonapartists who have 
caused themselves to be presented to M. le 
Comte de Paris. Prince Victor's friends, are 
straining every nerve to reconstitute their 
party, and, acting upon their advice, Prince 
Victor wrote to one of the most important 
Archbishops in France, whose name I am not 
yet at liberty to give you, demanding an inter- 
view. The eminent prelate, very much aston- 
ished, sent one of his vicars to the young 
Prince, and the time and place for the meeting 
were fixed. I guarautee the authenticity of 
the following extraordinars conversation be- 
tween the Prince and the Archbishop: 

Prince Victor said: *Monseigneur, I want- 
ed to see you, for I hope that with your aid the 
French clergy will learn the purity of my re- 
ligious sentiments.’ 

“Here the venerable prelate could not 
restrain a movement of surprise, for he had 
only that very same morning been apprised of 
the habits ot lifeof the Prince, especially in 
his relations with the fair sex, and been told 
that the Prince, wten in Turin, did not hesi- 
tate to run off with the mistress of his uncle, 
the Duc d' Aosta. 

es, Monseigneur,’ continued the Prince, 
‘it is on account of my religious feelings that 
I am forced to separate myself from my father. 
People said that it was to enjoy more liberty; 
butin my father’s bouse there is the same 
liberty that there is in a lupanar.’ 

“Here the Archbishop exclaimed, Take 
care; don’t forget that you are speaking of 
your own father.“ 

**Prince Victor blushed and continued: ‘I 
only learnt quite recently that my father 
lived maritalily with the Marguise de 
(-—-, and from the day I 
made this discovery I declined to 
speak to that lady or have anything to do with 
her. Then violent and stormy scenes ensued 
between my father aad myself. We could no 
longer exist under the same root. I could 
stand it no longer, and said to my friends: 
**Sirez moi de la.“ They gave me 40,000 franca 
a yeur so that I can live independentiy away 
from this maison de debauche, where, every 
moment, my eyes and my heart were wounded. 
One of my trienda, devoted to Napoleonic 
principles, remained under my father’s orders, 
but one day he was obliged to depart indig- 
nant, and he showed mea note in my father's 
bandwriting. I read these words: “I! faut 
absolument etablir antor de victor en queique 
sorte une legende de deconsideration.”

„But afew days aftewards one of the Arch- 
bishup’s friends assured uim that Prince Victor 
had merely performed bis part in a comedy m- 
tended to induce the French clergy to use its 
influence ia behalf of the young pretender. 

„It is possible that the above iacts may be 
contradicted, just as was the news I announced 
to you two years age about Prince Victor's 
famous annuity of 40,000 francs; but, as I said 
before, I am in a position to guarantee its ab- 
solute accuracy.”

In view of solicited action by 
the Congress of the United States persons hold- 
ing such bonds, wherever situaied, are request- 
ed to send to William F. Moore, Eeq., care of the 
Hon. William Fuiierton, of counsel, No. 18 Ex- 
change place. New York U.ty, their names and 
the number of bonds held by thew respective- 
ly, giving amounts, dates of issue, and num- 
ber of coupons attached to each bond.”

„ Confederate bonds received he e.“ None 
there knew anything about the advertisement. 
Under promise of withholding his name 
a certain bank and promoter said: This 
old committee was appointed two or 
three years ago, including Lord Penzance, 
Mr. Gorst (now Sir John Eildon Gorst, Soticitor- 
General), Mr. Stewart, and others. It still ex- 
ists, but is only a committee of trustees and 
has not done anything since 1883.

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JOSEPH A GRATZ 


"He Denies that There Was Anything 
Wrong in the Sale of His 
Stock. 


The Jewelers’ Board of Trade Anxious 
for an Explanation from Mr. 
Shakman. 


Joseph 8. Gratz, the Chicago jeweler, arrived 
atthe Union Depot at 8 a. m. yesterday in 
custody of a Pinkerton detective, who arrested 
him afew days ago at San Antonio, Tex. At 
the depot he was met by some Chicago friends, 
who told him to keep his mouth closed and 
they would see nim through all right. He was 
at once taken to William Pinkerton’s head 

quarters on Fifth avenue, where he was seen 
alter breakfast by a TrisuNe reporter. Gratz 
is a swartby compiexioned, rather diminutive, 
portly Hebrew, and wears a dark mustache, 
slight goatee, and heavy gold spectacles. 

“I don’t want to be interviewed,” he said. 
“My mouth is closed, and I've got nothing to 
gay. On the reporter suggesting that be might 

like to see what the Chicago papers 
been saying about him during bis sojourn 
in Texas Mr. Gratz at once signified his will- 
and was soon eagerly scanving the 
contents of a number of clippings from THE 
TRIBUNE. 
„D- hes, all this,” muttered Gratz as he 
read. I never bad 20. b worth of stock in 
my store at any time; $12,000 of book debts?

In reference to the statements that be paid 
almost no bilis, but ordered heavily for some 
time before be disappeared, be said: I paid 
Charles Glatz & Co. $500 some time between 
the 4th and 15th of December, and Samuel 
Richberg of New York $500 as late as the 25th 
of December. I also paid Mubrs & Son of 
Philadeiphia, during December, $300 of the ac- 
count I owe them.“ 


DENYING STATEMENTS OF EASTERN HOUSES. 
“The report that I obtained a large invoice 
of diamonds from L. Strasburger & Co. of New 
York as late as Dec. 29 is another lie. I only 
had one bill for diamonds from them, and that 
was for about $1,100, weeks before that. 
Young Strasburger fussed me on to buy them 
when I met dim at Milwaukee. William C. 
French of Charles Glatz & (Co. wanted me to 
give him an order the very day before I sold 
out, but I refused to entertain the idea, and 
explained to him that I wus going to Texas. 
When I left Chicago every one here knew that 
I bad gone to Texas, to visit my wife, who is 
sick. There was no secret about the transfer 
of my stock and book-debts to Shakman & 
Lowenbacb. It was known to all the jobbers 
and others bere with whom I did any business 
that I was leaving my business and going to 
ve the city. I even told my creditors in 
ew York before Christmas that I was goirg 
away. Ia place of giving orders to the full ex- 
tentof my credit I could have ordered thrice 
as much as 1 did, for people were pressing their 
poow on me. Tuat doesn’t look much like 
ad or faise pretenses, does it?“ 

‘He attributed his failure as mainly due to the 
rumors circulated by Strasburger. When he was 
at Hancock, Mich., shortiy before the crash, he 
gays he received from one of his employés a 
copy of the fodliowing telegram, which Mr, 
Strasburger had sent to him at Cuicago: 

Report here says you have failed. We have con- 
tracted and offer to buy your claims at 85 per cent. 
Hence alidoubts are gone. Let us know at once 
if we shall continue saying se. Can we help you 
Otherwise? We are willing. You may rely on us. 

Cuntinuing, Mr. Gratz said: * Almost imme- 
diateiy after telegraphing thus Strasburger of- 
fered his claims to jobbers here at 75 cents on 
the dollar. This caused a rumor to be circu- 
lated that we intended to fail, and so pushed us 
to fuilure.”’

He denied that be had 
ever offered his ciaim to any one at 75 per cent, 
but owned that he would have taken less than 
100 cents for it before Gratz failed. The tele- 
gram which be bad sent to Gratz simply ran:

He 
had never beard of any losses sustained by 
Gratz, and it was false that he had ever told 
bis New York creditors that he was going to 
Texas.

French Jan. 19 was for iliegal conveying 
of nis property to defraud his creditors. 
Philip Stein, whe appeared for Gratz, demanded 
an immediate trial, while Mr. Thomson asked 
a continuance in order to bring an important 
witaess from New York. After considerable 
‘wrangling Mr. Stein asked a change of veuue, 
and Justice Hammer sent Gratz over to Justice 
Leons court. After some lively tilts and 
mutual recriminations between the counse! as 
to a continuance and the amount of bail, 
Justice Lyon continued the case tili Thureday, 
Jan. 4, at d . m., and heid Gratz in bonds of 
$2,000 on each charge. Gratz, being unable to 
furnish bondsmeator this amount, was ro- 
manded to the County Jail.

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NO BLOODSHED. 


THE ANARCHISTS DID NOT BLOW UP THE 
BOHEMIAN TURNERS WITH DYNAMITE AS 
THEY PROMISED TO DO. 

Among the guests to be entertained by Prince 
Carnival at Bohemian Turner-Hall on Taylor 
street last nicut were Prince Krapotkine, the 
Russian Nihilist, Louise Michel, the French 
Communist, a German Socialist, an Irish Fen- 
ian, and similar prominent or notorious cbarac- 
ters from the Old World. The Committee on 
Arrangements of the Bohemian Turner So- 
ciety that gave the ball had, in a spirit of frol- 
ic, prepared to represent these cbaracters at 
the masquerade, and, this being a free country, 
Prince Carnival was engaged for a waltz witb 
Louise Michel. ln the bills announcing the 
masquerade ball the characters were an- 
nounced as “ Arcilotru,’’ which is Bohemian 
for arch-thief, and is a term commonly ap- 
plied to Socialists in the Bohemian press. His 
Royal Highness, Prince Carnival, did not feel 
offended by being piaced side by side with this 
class of people, but the Bohemian Socialists 
objected to bis company. They charged the 
Turners with the intention of insulting them 
and all working men, and issued the following 
gory circular, in Bohemian, of course: 

Workmen, arise! Free pass to the Turner- Hall. 
Workmen! The Bohemian Turners of Taylor 
street wiil give a masquerade ball for the purpose 
of entertaining their friends. The program states 
that there will be a grand display of * Arcilotru,”’ 
and in the program the Turners have insulted the 
workmen of the entire continent, reviiing them in 
contemptuous and.vilifying terms. Now, then, 
workmen, ailow them and their guests the privi- 
lege of assembling, and then show them genuine 
“Arcilotru.”” We therefore request all workmen 
in poor circumstances to show up in full force to- 
night at the hall and there demand that they shall 
recall their insults. Fine ciothes and kid gloves 
are not necessary. Rough hands and dynamite are 
all the requirements! The Sixth Ward men will 
assembie on Highteenth street, and those of the 
Eighth Ward on DeKoven street, 

JOINT ANARCHISTIC SOCIETIES OF CHICAGO. 

The Turners applied tothe Chief of Police 
for protection against the proposed hostiiities 
of their countrymen, and early in the evening 
about a dozen policemen, baif of whom were 
in plain clothes, set out from the West Twelfth 
Street Station for the hail. The uniformed men 
were to station themselves at ail the entrances 
and in the hali; those in citizens’ clothes were 
to mingle with the crowdand keep keenly alert 
for anything suspicious. All were instructed 
to notify the station at the firstsymptom of 
any Uprising, and the patrol-wagon, loaded 
with policemen, would be rushed to the hall. 
All the officers who bad been on duty durme 
the day were kept in reserve at the station at 
night, and Capt. O'Donnell also remained to be 
in readiness for any event. 

When the reporter entered the Anarcbists’ 
hall on Eighteenth street the air was streaked 
with biue by the choice Bohemian oaths which 
were dropping from a flerce-iooking individual 
ou a chair. This man urged the thirty or forty 
gathered around him to biow up the peopie in 
the Bobemiaa Hail, the bali itself, and the 
block around the ball, If the police interfered, 
blow them up, too. Within fifteen minutes 
from the time this individual took the chair 
every body in the room smelled rivers of blood 
and raging torrents of Bobemian gore. Nearly 
every oue of the Anarchists present had a pis- 
tol ora knife, and some had both. One young 
fellow about 19 showed a 42-calibre revolver, a 
dynamite cartridge, and a rubber club loaded 
on the end with lead. Several dynamite cart- 
ridges about two inches in iength were shown. 

The program laid out for the caruivai of 
crime was as follows: The men in this ball 
were to march to the De koven Street Hail, 
where the rest of the gang were, and from 
there go by way cf the railroad track which 
passes the Bohemian Hall to the scene where 
the siaughter was to take place. Dynamite 
cartridges were te be thrown through the win- 
dows, and pistois and knives to be kept in read- 
iness. After making these arrangements the 
crowd marcbed two by two to the De Koven 
Street Hall, where a like number greeted them. 
Severai men were ‘sent out to reconnoitre, and 
came back saying the police kept them away. 
The crowd remained until a late hour drink- 
ing, when they dispersed. 

The masquerade ball went off according to the 
program laid out, but Prince Krapotkine, Louise 
Michel, and the other dignitaries kept in the 
background. No doubt they were present, but 
incog. Nobody recognized them in the crowd. 
The Turners compiained that the Anarchists 
had scared away a good many of their friends. 
The attendance was not so large as usual at 
their balis, but those present did not care much 
about dynamiters. About 9:45 the procession 
that bad been announced came off. Everything 
was ready for the Anarchists, even to the 
orchestra, which was playing the Marseil- 
laise. But there was nobody to blow up 
the miniature Bartholdi statue, Colombia, 
or the flerce-loeking Bohemian iancers. 
There was one droll demonstration. 
When the festivities were at their hight, six 
carriers of a Socialistio German evening paper 

marched into the ball barroom. One was 
armed with two revolvers, another had a gun, 
a third carried a huge club—all had some kind 
of a weapon. They sat down together. at a 
table and looked ominous; but there did not 
seem to be any one else there dent upon the 
same designs, so after they bad sat there long 
enough to become ridiculous, one of them, in 
& still, small Bohemian voice, called for a 
round of beer, which they drank and marched 


off. 

At 10 o'clock Capt. O’ Donnell visited tne ball, 
where he met Lieut. Biettner and Detectives 
Hoolahan, Kelly, O Connors, and Dooley, but 
they reported everything quiet, with no indica- 
tion of there being any disturbance. Capt. 
O'Donnell was inclined to distrust the whole 
thing, and pronounced it a hoax, in which 
opinion all the police concurred. 

The real cause of the threats of the Anarch- 
ists is said to be their jeaiousy of the Turners. 
The latter some time ago are said to have 
affiliated with the Sociaiists, but to have left 
them when the Socialists became Anarchists, 
and the Budoucnast, their Socialistic organ, 
took up the principles of Johann Most. The 
more **enligbtened ” Anarachiste were offend- 
ed at this sligbt, and hence their jealousy.

folded carefully out of sight in a napkin can 
now open it to the light of day, for it would 
seem in the numerous airings that accomplish- 
ments are now having that even the simplest 
attainmert can be slipped in between very 
cle vor performances. I refer wholly to parlor 
entertainments. Ifa man like Gen. Horace Por- 
ter, for instance, has arrived at the acme of good 
after-dinner stories, and we women heretofore 
could only bear the echo of his bon mots next 
day, there is a chance given now in this little 
“poom” for parlor exhibitions of hearing 
some of the very best. A persistent and very 
beguiling hostess takes possession of him and 
tells him bow she regrets that she has been 
condemned to hear his stories second-hand from 
her husband, and will he not repeat one for 
her? Thereupon he is made to stand 
out in the middie ot the  drawing- 
room and say his little piece without 
the surroundings of a dinner-table, guests 
already put into a receptive condition by time- 
mellowed wine, and he himself left unsupport- 
ed by the usual regiment of decanters and sil- 
ver-tipped bottles.

Her 
gray hair is drawn back overa pompadour roll 
which is extremely fitting to berface, Sbe has 
solved the secret of bospitality, for the large 
drawing and dining rooms were crowded with 
clever people. Miss Booth asked us to meet 
Miss ——, whose namel cannot bring myseif 
to tell you because the girl iooked so scared 
and uncomfortable that evening that I do not 
want to fix that look of terror permanently in 
her face by repeating ber name. 1 could think 
of nothing but a little, trembling, white rab- 
bit, as one after another of those gi!ted people 
went up to congratulate this little country 
girl. You are reading her stories in the Har- 
pers every month or so, and she is a pro- 
nounced success. 

You cannot dream how very funny, bow ab- 
bolutely original, was the recitation of Mr. 
Lincoln. He imitated with ventriluquism and 
the piano an orchestra accompaniment to a 
Freuchman's song; then the song itself, which 
was nothing less than a translation of Home. 
Sweet Home.“ Imagine, if you can, in lieu of 
the word home, which is lacking iu the French 
vocabulary, a very much staccatoed chorus à 
la maison,” chez nous,“ *‘a ie foyer.“ The 
people who surrounded him baa heard every 
good thing in New York, and much of . the 
talent of the other side, but they fairly shout- 
ed over the song.

STRANGER THAN FICTION. 

It is not an uncommon thing nowadays too 
see a newspaper thrown down with scorn and 
the incredulous exciamations, ‘‘ What will the 
papers say next, bshouid ‘ike to know?”

the original. An adventuress right bere in 
New York coolly took another woman's name, 
reputation, and profession, and made a band- 
some living out of it with the risk, every day, 
of encountering the one she was defrauding. 
The woman practicing the deceit first applied 
to the Training-School for Nurses at Bellevue 
ior entrance to the corps. Her references were 
not considered satisfactory and she was re- 
fused. She solicited and finally obtained ad- 
mission at another school, but was discharged 
after a few weeks for sufficient cause. This 
did not phase her. She deliberately changed 
her initials to those of a woman bearing her 
name who had graduated with honor and re- 
ceived a diploma from the parent school five 
years ago. She assumed the dress required by 
the Bellevue school from its graduates, spoke 
always of herseif asa Bellevue nurse, and even 
assisted in a case requiring two attendants 4 
nurse in regular standing, who, having left the 
school !ate years, bad never seen the woman this 
bogus nurse claimed to be, but bad beard the 
name as one of her predecessors on duty 
throughout the city. The denouement 
came when the fraudulent woman desired 
more money and resorted to blackmail. The 
man whose wife she had nursed had the cour- 
age to defend himself by law and subpoenaed 
the Superintendent of the training-schoo!l to 
identify the nurse. This refined and delicate 
woman wentto the District Court among the 
rabble to testify, and when she had pronounced 
the bilackmailer an fmpostor it was found that 
the hitherto successful sham bad departed, no 
one knows where. Such an incident makes 
one realize what a great city New York is get- 
ting to be, if two women can pursue the same 
occupation without the one discovering that 
ber bard-earned reputation and success were 
being filcbed from her by one who bad neither 
studied nor endured the severe discipline of 
the training-school. 


WORK OF THE SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 

There isa great deal of esprit du corps 
among the scholars, and the diploma proves 
the open sesame to such interesting as well as 
remunerative careers that they treasure them 
as they would gold. I bave just witnessed the 
graduation of twenty-four as fine specimens, 
mentally and physically, of young womanhood 
as is often seen. This makes 249 who have re- 
ceived diplomas and gone out as heads of hos- 
pitals or asylums or as private nurses in the 
thirteen years of the school’s existence. The 
applicants so far outnumber the vacancies that 
the choice can now be given ** the most thor- 
ougbiy educated and refined or those appiying. 
The biessings and bequests that are rained 
down on the school. as well as the messages 
and letters of gratitude from those employing 
the nurses, prove bow strong a bold these 
skillful, cooi-headea, faithful women are 
taking upon the people. There are sel- 
dom com plaints, but these are 
also reported at our fortnightly 
meetings—as well as the praise—and the evil 
remedied if possible. Men of note like Dr. 
Keyes deliver the address, and Mr. William E. 
Dodge conducted the meeting the evening of 
the graduating exercises. 1 remember when 
the parent school sent one of its pupils to 
Chicago firet, and I feel that I need say little 
to people wbo know by personal experience 
whata good work those few philanthropic 
women began bere a little over thirteen years 


ago. 
A DAINTY LUNCH.

THE COURTS, 


FRED W. STORY FILES A CROSS-BILL IN THE 
INTER-STATE TELEPHONE CASE. 

In the case oi Joseph Reynolds against 
Charles Whitlock, John C. Gault, and others a 
veross-bill was filed by Fred W. Story, the 
20-year-old son of A. C. Story, another of the 
defendants. Young Story says that in Novem- 
ber, 1884, on his twentieth birthday, be had 650 
shares of the stock of the Inter-State Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company given to him. A 
like block of stock was beld by Charles Whit- 
lock, and another by A. C. Knapp, and the three 
parties agreed to vote all their stock as a unit, 
and not to sell without one another's consent. 
They also agreed to sell part of their holdings 
at less than its value to get capitalists to take 
a hand in the enterprise, in the hope that the 
rest of their stock would be enbanced in price 
enough to make up the difference. In Octo 
ber last Whitiock told his two associates 
that in consequence of Some news he 
bad received in regard to the telephone litiga- 
tion in the Bast he thought it better to sell out 
and get out of the company. 
were accordingly made by the trio to unload, 
and Whitlock asked Story and Knapp to leave 
their stock with R. M. Luton & Co., he agree- 
ing that all the stock should be sold at the 
same.figure. Story and Koapp, bowever, re- 
tused to make this arrangement, and the next 
day Whitlock told Story he and Knapp had 
completed an arrangement ll their stock, 
and Story had better sell Toat he had 
with him currency to the amount of 815 a 
share, which tne intending purchasers had ad- 
vanced, and would pay thatthen. He expected 
to get more, and whatever he received he 
would immediately pay over. The purchasers, 
however, did not like to pay in full until 
A. C. Story, the President, H. S. Hayden, 
the Vice-President, and Whitlock, the 
general manager, bad resigned their positions, 
so that the management of the company could 
be put into new hands. On these representa- 
tions young Story assigned hie stock to Whit- 
lock in blank and received $9,750 in currency 
on account. This is all he bas ever received, 
and he claims Whitiock’s representations were 
false; that the only stock sold by him was for 
$50 a share; that he never resigned as director, 
and that he and Luton bave conspired to- 
gether to defraud compiainant ont of his 
stock. They now hold about 1,300 shares each, 
which includes complainant’s 650 sbares or 
some part of the same, and should be com- 
pelled to account for what they have sold and 
return the remaining shares to him. 


LIABILITIES OF SURETIES, 

An elaborate opinion was rendered yester- 
day morning by Judge Anthony in the case of 
Edgar P. Reed and others against Adoiph 
Kahn, which came up on a mouon to discharge 
bail. The suit was originally in assumpsit, but 
a capias was issued on a charge that the de- 
fendant had obtained goods under false pre- 
tenses. After Kabn had been arrested and 
given bail the form of action, by leave of court, 
was changed from assumpsit to trover, and the 
surety at once asked to be discharged on the 
ground that his liability was altered. The 
Judge, in deciding the case, said the 
quesdon was a novel one iu this State. 
The statute which allowed the plaintiff 
to change his form of action 
contained no saving clause in regard to bail, 
and, while a simpie change from assumpsit to 
debt or covenant or to one of a similiar charac- 
ter to the original would not make any differ- 
ence, yet a change in form from oneof ex- 
contractu to one of ex delicto was a change of 
substance and placed the bail in an entireiy 
different condition from what ther were in 
when they assumed to act as sureties in the 
original case in its original form. In other 
words, the piaintif® could not by any act on bis 
part increase their obligation or place them in 
a worse condition than they were in originally 
without their consent. The bail would there- 
fore be discharged. 

THE CITY NOT LIABLE. 

The demurrer of the City of Chicago to the 
declarauon of Jeremiah Clowrey and others for 
$20,000 damages was sustained yesterday by 
Judge Hawes, who intimated that the case 
ought to be carried up for the purpose of 
settling some important questions of law. The 
plaintiffs were owners of certain docks and 
landings along the channel leading from Lake 
Calumet to the IIlinois Canal. When the canal 
was deepened in 1871 the waterway was par- 
tially drained, and plaintiffs, in order to main- 
tain the necessary stage ot water in tront of 
their docks, were obiiged to deepen the sluce 
accordingly. They sued the city for reimburse- 
ment of their outlay, and for damages grow- 
ing out of the obstruction to their business 
caused by the lowering of the water. The de- 
murrer was sustained ly on the ground 
that the city, having under the sanetion 
of State legislation, could not be held hadle for 
the results of te change in the level of the

Society! Society! A Most Heartless, Wicked 
Thing—Society! A Leech on the 
Heart. 


CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 30.—Music Hall was 
crowded yesterday with an audience of about 
5,000 women. The ushers, a score or more 
of ministers, and the reporters were the only 
men in the vast congregation. 

Sam Jones said: There are women in this 
city that the society of this city bow and scrape 
in their presence, and they imagine themselves 
queenly indeed; but, sister, the woman that 
bows in meek submission and holy reverence 
to God, she ie a princess among women, and 
she is the honored one among women. 5So- 
ciety} Society! A mean, heartless, wicked 
thing, itis! Society! Itis aleech! It is a 
leech of the heart! And when society shall 
fasten itself upon your life's biood, it will draw 
the last drop of blood out of your heart, and 
you will be a bloodless, beartiess woman; and 
that is the worst thing God's eyes over looked 
upon—a woman witbout a heart. A woman 
enters into the gay rounds of society, forgets 
her children, forgets God, torgets every thing, 
and she comes in contact with the most 
beartless creatures God ever saw, until at 
last she ig transformed into a heartless wretch 
like those around her. I never went 
in society any. They would not let 
mein. 1 don't know whether it was because 1 
was poor, or for fear I would tell on them. 
Aud 1 know nothing of them except as re- 
formed society women have told me, and 1 
have never seen many of them reformed, 
either. O, pity a woman that has forgotten 
God, and all she thinks about now is How 
will | shine?” and What spot must I rub next 
to make it shine up even with other things? 
What will I have next? I have been eclipsed 
over here at this house, ond there is another 
one over there about to eclipse me. I tell you 
if they jump up and crack their feet together 
three times I must crack miue four times. 
Sister, did you ever try to beat a neighbor ona 
fine house and on a fine entertainment? The 
Lord pity women that will sacrifice everything 
God holds dear for the mere sake of out- 
shining somevody else! Good women try 
to shine within themselves. Fools try 
to outehine everything. When you begin 
to talk about society you may just look around 
through the congregation and say there is 3 
whole lot of ignorant women. “I never knew 
before there was such a thing as society.” 
And you wiil just act like you were about to 
take little wings and fly right off. Sister, you 
know what you are taiking about. Let us 
turn lose alithings that interfere with heart, 
and sympathy, and good-will. Let us bid them 
an affectionate and an eternal farewell. <A 
mother. a beartiess mother, who, in ber love 
for show and love for criticism on that line, 
and for the purpose of being spoken of in the 
circles of society, will set wine, and beer, and 
brandy on her entertainment table. and that 
mother will sacrifice the sobriety of her hus- 
band and the sobriety of ber children, and 
tempt busband and ohbildren into hell forever 
just to have alittle finer champagne, and wo 
have them smack their lips over it and say, 
Tais is the best we have seen.“ 

I will tell you another thing. Wewill never 
reform any place from intemperance and 
degradation and death until we reform the re- 
Now you 
can put that down. So long as women run bar- 
rooms at their homes you cannot blame men 
for running bar- rooms on the street corners of 
the town. Ana mothers who train their oh- 
dren at home to drink, you cannot blame them 
for going to the bar-room and getting it when 
they want it. I have known mothers to start 
bar-rooms with wine and brandy at home, and 
when the loved ones began to dissipate bave 
bad that same mother come to me and, wring- 
ing her hands and with a look of infinit de- 
spair, cry out, O, help me save my husband 
and my children! They are already, it looks 
like, beyond the reach of God.“ 

There is a mother out there that spent more 
time in preparing one of ber daughters for the 
bull-room thao she ever spent on ber knee 
praying to God to save that daughter from 
Hell. Absolutely, she will have the first dreas- 
maker in town two weeks to prepare her for 
tue ball room, and when the dress gets home 
the mother will spend more time altering and 
fixing it than she ever spent on her knees in 
her life. Now, what can you expect of women 
like that? I have ssid many atime if 1 had to 
marry a thousand times—and 1 am like the 
Irishman, and hope I ehail never live to see my 
wife married again, or myself either—tbe fur- 
ther I could go from the giddy pleasures and 
sinful amusements of life to get me a good 
wife, the further I would go. Iwill never go 
to a ball-room to get a first-class wife. You 
can get a wife at bail-rooms, but I never said 
what sort of one. God gives a man a good 
wife, and you know who gives one a bad one. 
Mothers, there are thousands of things around 
us today that speak out in unmistakable lau- 
guage: Call a halt' Call a halt!’ “Cal 
a hatt!“ 

Another great curse of this nineteenth cent- 
ury is idlo mothers and idle daughters. There 
are women in this town wbo are boarding con- 
tinuaily. They never turn their bands toa 
thing in the universe. They never bemmed a 
handkerchief; they never darned a pair of 
socks for their husband—never did anything. 
All they do 18 to manage to get to the break- 
fast table before the dining-room 1s closed, and 
she wishes sometimes they could be more ac- 
commodating and run the thing a little later 
than they do. She mauages to get to dinner 
and to supper, and if she ever gets at all it is to 
the theatre, or the milliner’s establishment, or 
to the dry-goods house. What is such an 
anima! as that worth? Nothms in the universe. 
Listen: An idle head and bands is the devil's 
worksbop. Nobody in this world can be any 
account and do nothing. Why, if you were to 
die tomorrow, and they were to keep it out of 
the papers, nobody would know you were dead 
in six months, except those who missed you at 
the theatres, and the milliner. I don't know 
whether your husband would miss you much 
or not, He would miss you at the first of each 
month when the bilis began to come in—I 
reckon he would miss you then. 

Nou see women that have got no use for 
for poor white trash, they say, and nine of 
these women out of ten come from that sort 
of stock. Now mark what I tell you. A gen- 
eration or two back some sensible financier of 
poor white folks pitched in and made a whole 
lot of money, and you are their daughter, you 
are their granddaughter, with an immense 
fortune to start with. Perhaps your husband 
came from the very same stock. You united 
your fortunes, and you are a-princely people. 
vou are. It there is any class of people in 
this world I have got a contempt for, it is this 
poor white trash,“ you say. Well, biess you, 
sister, you don’t bave to run back a mile to run 
upon white trash in your own family. 

A suffer wite, a suffering mother! I don’t 
believe the is one man in a thousand that is 
capable to sympathize with a suffermg wife 
with a suffering mother. God pity any man 
that ever was unkindto a suffering wife, to a 
suffering mother. O, sister, sometimes suffer- 
Ing is the fire that purifies the gold. It is said 
that when Goldsmith first heard Jenny Lmd 
sing that he walked out of the opera-house, 
and aa he retreated they asked him, How did 
you like ber singing—ber voice?” 0,“ said 
Goldsmith, there is a harshness about her 
voice that needs toning down. If I could mar- 
ry that woman and break ber heart, and crush 
her feelings, than she could sing.’’ And it is 
said that afterward when he did marry her, and 
did break ber heart, and crush her feelings, 
that when sbe stood before a popular audi- 
ence, her voice, with its sweetness and 
melody, called the very angels to hang 
over the parapets of Heaven and listen to the 
sweetest strains that ever greeted buman ears. 
Suffering is the fire that ejects ali that is pure 
to the surface and refiects the image ot God out 
of all that is pure. I looked around this wife's 
room and everything was disarranged. Di- 
rectly the little chilqren ran into the room, and 
she said: O, take those children out ot this 
room. They almost break my head with their 
noise.” Directiy dinner was announced. We 
walked out to dinner and everything looked as 
though it was pitched on the table—no knife 
at my plate and no spoon on the table. We 
managed to eat in some way. As I drove 
away I looked back and said: “That is the 
saddect home I ever saw.“ Four months after 
that, just after preaching one day at a country 
church, a rosy, bright-faced woman ran up and 
said: **Mr. Jones, come to dinner with us to- 
day.” I said: “J don't know.” She said I 
must go, and I said: ** Ail right; ff I must I will 
go. She and ber husband drove on ahead and 
I followed. We drove up in front ot a beautiful! 
country residence. As we walked up me front 
steps two or three little children ran out and 
bugged her, She took them up in her arms 
and romped and played with them. Father 
looked happy and pleasant. The parior—how 
tady how well it was kept! In the family room 
everything was elegantly We went 
out to dinner, and it looked like a dinner set 
for Princes. She 


presided so grandly and n 
band wasso happy! As I got in my bales 


and drove on I aid; “Well, that 1s the bap- 
piest home I ever saw.“ That was the very 
same home I was in before. One time mother 
was sick: the other time mother was 

Sister, there is just as much difference in your 
soul, with one condition and then another, as 
there was difference in that home in every 
physical sense. Sister, if you will get your 
soul restored right, and get full of the love to 
God and love to man, and live there just two 
weeks with a soul full of love to God and man, 
about two weeks from today your busband will 
cali in your neighbors to identify you, saying: 
„This looks like the 2 but wife don't 
look like it, and don’t act like it.” 

I would as near expect the world to come to 
an end as to see some of you get full of religion, 
for you are so full of other things that until 
you throw them out God won't bless you. How 
do you expect God to come into your house? 
You have got a curd-room in your house, and 
you have gota room for almost everything 
else; but have you got a Christ-room in your 
house? Did youever set aside a room for 
Christ and say: Christ, be thou ever an 
abiding guest?“ Folks that have cards and 
worldliness never have any room for Christ— 
never. 

We will never redeem this country until we 
men get mothers restored to love and harmony 
and fellowsbip with God. Never! Never! 
There are Mary and Annie, 6and 8 years old. 
Husband comes home to dinner, and 
wife says: Husbaud, do you care it next 
Wednesday night I give a little party to 
the children, to Mary and Annie?” “A little, 
little party?” Tes.“ ‘Why, wife, they are 
too young to talk about a little party.“ „But 
every body has little parties for their ohildren. 
Every body bas them. It is just a little party; 
just little, little, just a little party, that 1s all 
it 1. O, wife, I declare our children are too 
young now to talk about parties. Weil, 
husband, that bas always n your way. 1 
sometimes wish that we didn’t have any chil- 
dren. They are just here in jall all the time, 
and never see, any pleasure at all. The fact is, 
you are going to ruin them children by the iron 
rod you hold over them.” You see when the 
Devil gets a woman be bas a power. Well, 
husband talks against untl be sees be has got 
tosuccumb or have a row. You know what that 
means. He knows he bas got to say yes, or you 
will pout around that house a whole week. 
I mean those women that ain't here, for we 
never pout. Pout! This tbing bas got to be 
carried out.

Court your girl’s mother, father, and sisters 
and find out what wey are. It is just an acci- 
dent if you get a first-rate wife out of a third- 
rate family.

THE LAI ESi UTAH SENSATION. 


IT IS CREATED BY SURVEYOR-GENERAL 
DEMENT, WHO IS ALLEGED TO WAVE DISs- 
COVERED TRE MOST STUPENDOUS LAND 
FRAUDS, RECORDS OF BRIBERY, ETC. 
Wasninororn, D. C., Jan. 30.— Richard 8. 

Dement, Surveyor-General of Utah, is here to 

consult with Commissioner Sparks and Secre- 

tary Lamar concerning certain discovereries al- 
leged to have been made by him with reference 
to the Utah Land-Olfice. 

Mr. Dement says that before he went to bis 

post he secured the services of four skilled de- 
tectives, who were set at work at once, and he 
claims to have secured evidence which will fill 
all the jails of Utah with officials and ex- 
officials. He says that within the last ten years 
there havé been committed in Utah the most 
astonishing frauds that were ever perpetrated 
on the American Continent, and his discoveries 
not only cover te officials in the Territory, but 
involve several members of Congress and 
former officials of the Interior De 
partment. He claims to have secured 
through his detectives documentary et- 
dence to substantiate these remarkable 
assertions, and that Secretary Lamar and Com- 
missioner Sparks have already been convinced 
by them. These mysterious documents are 
said to disclose the transactions of the Mormon 
agents in Washington and the means they 
have used to prevent legisiation and secure 
favorable decisions by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. According to Mr. 
Dement’s story he bas covered ali the Mormon 
iniquity in two months’ work by himself and 
four detectives. 
Mr. Dement says he has proofs to show that 
nearly all of the public lands in Utah have 
been stolen either by railroad companies or the 
sottlers, that about 50 per cent of the entries 
by Mormons have been fraudulent, and about 
25 per of those made by Gentiles are of the 
same character. Mineral lands have been en- 
tered as homesteads and rieb farming country 
as desert lands. These frauas, Mr. Dement 
claims, have been not only winked at but par- 
ticipated in by the Federal! officials in and out- 
side the land office, in which all the Federal of- 
fieiais, from Governor down, have conspired 
for the plunder of the Government. 

Mr. Dement says that the Mormons have 
spent an enormous amount of money in Wash- 
ington during the last four or five years 
in attempting to defeat legisiation and 
prevent adverse decisions by the courts, 
and be has secured documents to show 
to whom the funds have deen paid, 
When asked what Congressmen were in- 
voived Mr. Dement said that most of them 
were Democrats, but there are severai 
Republicans on the list, one of whom, a West- 
ern Republican Senator, received $25,000 for 
opposing the Edmunds bill. Other Senators, 
be says, have received smaller sams from time 
to time, the payments having covered several 
years, and the money being disbursed by a 
well-known lobbyist here, who bad rendered 
an account quarterly. Several Democrats, 
members of the House, have received sums of 
$1,000 at a time for several years for lookmg 
after the Mormon interests in Congress, and 
have also been rewarded by fiuanciai assist- 
ance in the payment of their campaign 
expenses. Mr. Dement has shown nis 
documents and told his story to one 
Republican Senator, and that is Gen. 
Logan, who, he says, expressed the 
greatest amazement at the disclosures. He 
will have an interview with the President, to 
whom be will submit a bret of his discoveries.

The Great Flutter a Slight Snow- 
fall Oauses in Lon- 
don. 


Some of the Discomforts Incident to 
English Railroad Travel in 
Winter. 


Sir Titus Salt’s Remarkable Philanthropic 
Enterprise at Bradford Educating 
the Workingmen. 


LONDON, Eng., Jan. 15.—[Speolal Correspond- 
ene. ]—He who would have read the London 
newspapers last week, or even of today, about 
the snow would have supposed the North Pole 
bad been pulled up and planted on top of St. 
Paul’s Church. Columns on columns appeared 
about the horrors of winter, and I dare say 
those among your readers who have seen the 
Telegraph suppose that only the chimneys of 
the higbest houses are visible. As a matter of 
fact the snow fell altogether during 
the week to an average depth of two or three 
mobes— “ the most terrible snow since 1881 — 
and this was enough to constitute the great 
winter gooseberry. Indeed very little snow 
fails in London at any time. God in His infinit 
mercy never inflicted such an appalling climate 
of fogs, coal-smoke, muggy, murky twilight 
at noonday (such as I am now writing by) on 
any land, and then added to it heavy snows 
and hard frosts. The result is that as there is 
no special provision for such sharp spells.“ 
people are taken aback, and the telegraph 
wires come down—and men who never saw six 
inches of snow in their lives, or our old friend 
Fabrenheit down-stairs at zero, write long let- 
ters to “the dailies’’ tellmg what ought to be 
done. 

ON AN ENGLISH RAILROAD IN WINTER. 

However, it was bleak, and chilly, and raw 
enough for real misery when I took a cab Fri- 
day morning to go to the Great Northern Sta- 
tion. I was going to Bradford, in Yorkshire. 
Four hours in a train—first-class—costs in En- 
giand about $7.50. The car is not warmed; all 
you have for comfort is a tin case filled with 


lukewarm water for your feet. I had 
put on double underciothing. I wore 
“arctics” (unknown in England) and an 


ulster weighing fourteen pounds which had 
done duty from Moscow to St. Petersburg, but 
the tin of hot water grew cool, and draughts of 
air sneaked in tbrough the window and 
up my sleeves, and I began ruefully to 
remember how, in 1881, gentlemen were 
found dead of cold in first-class carriages. 
Then I arose and executed a pas seul & la Jim 
Crow, and sang seven times over Bold Turpin 
upon Hounslow Heath, as I was going over 
the same ground, to forget my misery. 

** Doncaster—five minutes!“ I rushed to 
the refreshments. ‘**‘ What have you got?“ 1 
asked the same good-looking girl who is al- 
ways there, and who smiled remembrance. 
* Roast b eefmuttonoffthejointamsandwich,”’ 
was the reply, and I seized a “amsandwich ”’ 
and appropriated a pint of bitter ale, and had 
justtime to bolt them raw before the warn- 
ing dell rang and I was off. At Peterboro I 
saw the Cathedral as we passed by, and remem- 
bered sunny summer days of yore in the old 
town. As the shades of evening feil we 
slackened speed into Bradford, and I was 
welcomed by my genial friend and 
bost, Mr. Byles, the editor of the Bradford 

ser. It was worth all the cold ride to re- 
ceive such a welcome as awaited me, and be 
ushered into such a bedroom, of such size, 
with such a high ceiling, and such a fire, whose 
blaze quite dimmed the gas, and Hot water, 
sir!’ “My hyarers,’’ said a Kentucky cier- 
gyman of the old Hard-Shell persuasion, you 
may die frozen out in sin, an’ by the looks of 
this crowd I reckon most of ye will, but repent 
in time an’ you'll all be thawed out soft in 
hevm.“ I felt as if I were thawing’ out some- 
thing in the manner by him described. 


BRADFORD. 

I once knew an American who was always 
finding tault with every Englishman and every- 
thing English. One day be met another Amer- 
ican friend of mine apd began: ‘* The ignor- 
ance of these English people is astonishing. I 
was talking with one this morning, and he did 
not know there was a town called Bradford in 
Kentucky, nor the number of its population.” 
‘Just as little as you know,” replied 
the other, that there is a Bradford 
in Engiand with more than 200,000 inbabi- 
tants. Its business lies chiefly in wool, some- 
what in weaving, but more in preparing ma- 
terial for weavers in other places. Singularly 
enough, much of this prepared wool goes to 
Germany, and yet no small quantity is made 
up in Bradford by German workmen. 

But Bradford is at present chiefly known in 
England as being the seat of one of the most 
remarkabie and extensive philanthropic enter- 
prises in the world. Among its great manu- 
facturers, Sir Titus Sait was greatest. He was 
the first who saw the future of alpaca wool, 
and undertook its manufacture. He became 
very rich, and, being bampered by taxes and 
municipai rules, bought a very large quantity 
of ground adjoining Bradford and bunt on ita 
factory town now called Saltaire, from the 
name Salt and the River Aire, which runs by. 
This town is a peculiar one. The houses of 
the operatives are very comfortable, and in the 
centre are schools, and a vast building devoted 
to instruction, lectures, and all kinds of 
harmiess amusement. After I had ex- 
amined all this and read documents 
setting it forth, I came to the conclusion that, 
so far as culture and amusement are con- 
cerned, a factory girl at Saltaire is actually 
better off than the vast majority of middie 
class young women in London or other cities. 


In ͤ this central institute there is given an- 


aually a grand bali; smaller dancing parties 
occur at intervais between. By good luck I 
bad arrived on this great occasion and was 
taken there after dinner. The building con- 
tains a really fine theatre, made for 1,200 
auditors, the pit or ground floor of which 
serves as a bail-room. There is also a skating- 
rink below it, which was on this occasion also 
used as a dancing ground. There is, in addition, 
a gymnasium, a lecture theatre, billiard- 
room, library. and news-room. It is a good 
feature that the use of all this is not given in 
charity. Were this the case it would be under- 
yalued. At Saltaire the operatives are made 
to understand the value of what they get by 
being made to pay something for it. Moderate 
prices are charged, but quite within the means 
of the operatives, the public at large being also 
allowed to participate. To enjoy the benefits 
of the institute men over 18 years pay 10 shil- 
lings a year, boys and women under 18 pay six 
shillings, and girls under 16 three shillings. 
This is cheap enough. They also pay extra for 
admission to dances, etc. 


EDUCATIONAL ADVANTAGES. 
Education is given on an extended scale. 
There are in the institute, under one roof, a 
magnificent reading-room, a library of nearly 
5,000 volumes, a large hall, art school, labora- 
tory, lecture-room, and numerous class-rooms. 
In the reading-room ninety newspapers and 
magazines are taken. For the lecture course 
the best lecturers in England are engaged, 
witha variety of interesting drawing-room 
entertainments and scientific experiments. 
Very superior music is provided for the dances, 
and there are excellent concerts. There is 
some special entertainment once aweek. The 
course of education is thorough, embracing 
modern languages and shorthand. There is a 
penny bank. The syllabus of the art classes is 
excellent and extensive on the old-fashioned 
system, but it is now thought advisable to try 
my system of the minor arts in connection with 
learning and applying desigus, and it was to 
make a beginning in this direction and deliver 
a lecture, as well as to see Mr. Salt on the 
subject, that I had come to Bradford. It was 
at an interval during the ball, and in the busi- 
ness-room, that I conversed with bim. The 
old Baronet is now dead; this is the fourth 
son. I never. met with a man who seemed to 
be so direct, practical, and business-like, yet 
at the same time so courteous. I saw ata 
glance what manner of man he was, and in 
five minutes he understood the whole system 
and, what was of no little consequence, that it 
costs very little to begin with where the rooms 
and materials are provided. He astonished 
me by showing me the plans for a vast exten- 
sion of the ifstitute—in fact, for doubling its 
size. This is to cost $50,000. All ot this prop- 
erty belonged in fee simple to the late Sir 
Titus, but his heir and widow have determined 
to hand over the entire prémises to a Board of 
Governors. 

The bali was remarkable because among the 
800 present all were nicely dressed. and I saw 
nothing but orderly and refined conduct. In 
the beginning, a few years ago, it was all 
much rougher, but the influences of the insti- 


tute have been very great. This change 
is indeed going on all over England. 
I did not notice many beauties among the mill- 

med to be 


girls, but I did see numbers who 
nice and pleasant, and it was rather remark- 
able that, while they were all evidently thor- 
oughly enjoying themselves and at their ease, 
there was actually less carrym on and 


‘Nine-tenths of the audience’! addressed 
next day were workingmen. The rest were 
teachers and people interested in art, especial- 
ly as applied to patterne and manufactures. 
At first glance I saw in the rows of broad taces, 


| short, square noses, and large round eyes the 


Danish blood so often manifested all over the 
North of England and in the Scottish Lowlands 
—a hard, shrewd, keen nature, but which in 
Yorkshire is characterized by a Keen relish for 
humor. Plunging into the middie, I began 
with a story which made them laugh and 
complimented their town. Any man who 
is accustomed to lecturing can read any au- 
dience like a book, and I found out in five 
minutes that all present were as much inter- 
ested in my subject asI was. I told them they 
couid all at leisure learn to draw and design, 
and apply it to all arts, and that it would 
specially aid in every department of manu- 
facturing. This most of them knew already. 
What they did not know and greatly admired 
was a description of the minor arts, and how 
and in what way thoir practice made the brain 
quick and the fingers apt to all kinds of work. 
I was struck by the fact that they appreciated 
and applauded the idea that no true art work 
could be made by machinery, and that a thing 
is not a work of art, however beautiful it may 
be, unless it is really made directly by man’s 
bands and shows his personal influence. It 
was almost the only audience I ever addressed 
which clearly distinguished the fact that minor 
art work was the proper preparation for 
“practical’’ or mechanical education and 
adapted to girls as weil as boys. I 
have often been told, It is no preparation for 
practical life to teach modeling, and sheet- 
brass, and wood-carving, and fancy work. 
Give our boys a good practical education— 
set them at carpenters’ work.“ This is all 
very well; but I have found that all that mere 
boys can really effect at carpenters’ work only 
amounts to what may be called the fancy work 
of it—or what is light and easy. To develop 
their constructive ability and prepare them for 
becoming good carpenters, design and model- 
ing and the minor arts are the best and easiest 
preparation and will take them much further 
inthe end. I found, to my astonishment, that 
the Bradford operatives thoroughly understood 
and admitted this. I regret, a8 4n American, 
to find here in England, on the whole, a much 
higher or broader views of art education for 
the young than in America.

A SURPRISED ITALIAN. 


HE DID NOT KNOW MEN WERE HANGED IN 
AMERICA FOR KILLING THEIR FAITHLESS 
WIVES. 

New Tonk, Jan. 80.—/Special.|—Andrea 
Depolido is astounded to learn that a man can 
be hanged in America for killing a faithless 
wife. He understood that such a homicide 
was legally justifiable in this country, ana his 
mistake is pretty sure to take him to the gal- 
lows. He is an Italian with the aspect of a 
Sicilian bandit, and he substituted a very smal! 
amount of Americanisms for his native char- 
acteristics during about a year of residence in 
the squalid Italian quarter of Mulberry street. 
A woman noted in that neighborhood for 
beauty, though her loveliness required Italian 
eyes to see it, was Gaetana di Stefano. She 
lived with a fellow countryman, Jean Bucci, 
until he decided to bring his own wife from 
Italy. It was amicably arranged months be- 
forehand that she should be transferred 
to Depolido when Mrs. Bucci arrived, 
and that was done with a regular 
wedding, to make her Mrs. Depolido. Eleven 
days ago she was deliberately shot to death by 
Depolido because she had maintained an inti- 
macy with Bucci, who was younger and come- 
lier than her husband. The murderer was ar- 
rested and, owing to the usual difficulty in get- 
ting testimony from Italians against their com- 
rades, all the witnesses have since been kept 
in the House of Detention. They agreed that 
Depolido announced his determination to slay 
his wife, and now it transpires that he thought 
he had legai advice to do so. He became des- 
perately jealous and revengeful. The Tombs 
is close to his abode, No. 65 Mulberry street. 
Shyster lawyers abound there. He wenttoone 
of them, and in half- understanding English in- 
quired if maritaily-wronged busbands were 
punishable for taking the lives of their rivals.

He had 
previously believed that he had aright under 
our laws to punish his faithless spouse with 
death. He told her so as a warning, but she 
derided him and went to keep an assignation 
with Bucci. Her siaughter ensued. Depolido 
rested easily in prison under his delusion until 
his counsel undeceived him. 


A REFORMED GAMBLER. 


MIKE MURRAY, KING OF THE GREEN-CLOTH 
KNIGHTS IN NEW YORK, SAYS HE WILL 
OBEY THE LAW HEREAFTER. 

New York, Jan. 30.—|Special.|—Mike Mur- 
ray, who was the heaviest professional gambler 
in this city after the deaths of Morrissey and 
Dancer, excepting Charley Ransom, and who 
has been absolutely the king of the fraternity 
since the recent demise of Ransom, has shut 
bis games and declares that he will never have 
anything todo with gambling again. This sud- 
den reform, if such it proves to be, is a result 
of Ransom's death. That rich gamester bad 
qualms of conscience on his dying bed and 
exhorted his intimate friends to quit the busi- 
ness. Mike Murray was long ago a com- 
panion and partner of John Morrissey, 
though a greatdeal younger. Both came from 
Troy, N. Y., where they ran games in con- 
junction. They embarked in New York to- 
gether, and their combination game of 
faro, as it was called on account of the heavy 
pool being composed of several rich gamblers 
besides themselves, was long & famous con- 
cern. Then Murray opened an immense keno 
establishment in Broadway, occupying a spa- 
cious store witb doors wide open to the street. 
He was understood to have influential city of- 
ficials as silent partners, and for a whole year 
the police let him alone. Of late the gamblers 
bave bad to conduct their games behind thick 
curtains and barricaded doors, with precau- 
tions against the admission of strangers. But 
Murray had accumulated a fortune estimated 
at $200,000. He bas for ten years been a noted 
character around town—big, bandsome, an 
ardent patron of the opera and higher-class 
theatricals, a dwelier in a five house, a driver 
of fast horses.

PUBLIC FOLK IN PARIS. 


M. Houssaye Discusses De Frey- 
cinet’s Minisiry and Personally 
Describes Its Members. 


Mme. Floquet’s Innumerable Virtues— 
M. Paul Bert’s Enslaved Grand- 
father and Covenanter Wife. 


Unreasonable Amnesty to Jail-Birds—The 
Schoolmistress—The Revolution to 
Be Commemorated. 


PARIS, Jan. 17.—[Special Correspondence. ]— 
How long will M. de Freycinet’s Ministry last? 
This ig the question one hears asked on every 
hand and variously answered. Some think it 
will go to pieces in a few months; others 
prophesy a career of as many years. The 
Ministry is both strong and weak. It is strong 
in its personal composition, but it is weak in 
the circumstances and condiuons that sur- 
round it. 80 long as there is only routine 
business to transact, and uo perplexing iesues 
arise, the Ministry will stand. But sbould 
there be some serious complications, with a 
foreign Power, for instance, it would be likely 
to go quickly to pieces. Despite the fact that 
some second or third rate men hold portfolios 
the Ministers, as a rule, are eminent men. M. 
de Freycinet himself is a statesman 
of experience. The little white mouse,“ 
as he is called, is perhaps the 
shrewdest and most polite of all public men 
now in France. As Foreign Minister he showed 
this. In 1882 Ciémenceau attacked him and 
got him put out of office for wanting to join 
with England in suppressing Arabi's rebellion 
in Egypt. But time has vindicated him. A- 
most every one now is convinced that it was 
an egregious blunder to let England go into 
Egypt alone and so make fpr herseif an ex- 
clusive right to establish a virtual protectorate 
over that country. Even M. Ciémenceau aim- 
self admits this. The Finance Minister is M. 
Sadi Carnot, who has previously held the same 
portfolio and has also been Minister of Publ’c 
Works. He bears a historic name and does it 
no discredit. His father was a Senator of emi, 
nence, and his grandfather was that illustrious 
Carnot who organized victory ’’ for the first 
Republic. M. Sadi Carnot is himself now a 
grandfather, though by no means an old man. 
He is a small, dark, gracefully-formed man, 
and bas fora wife one of the most highly 
cultured women in France—the daughter of 
the Academician, M. Dupont White. They 
have an interesting family of one son, aged 
about 16, and four older daughters, who are 
noted for their beauty and grace. M. René 
Goblet, who was also u member of the Brisson 
Ministry, and continues in his place at the Bu- 
reau of Instruction and Fine Arts, is physically 
one of the smallest men in Paris. He is almost 
a Radical and desperately bates the Orleanists, 
though scarcely more than he detests Jules 
Ferry and bis followers. Thougha dwarf, he 
is very bandsome, and he bas a beautiful wife 
who is noted for her elegant dresses. Gen. 
Boulanger, Minister of War, is a Breton. Long 
service in Tunis has made bim as dark-kinned 
as a negro, but be is also fine-looking. Ad- 
miral Aube, Minister of Marine, wili be re- 
membered for bis gallantry at Martinique dur- 
ing the yellow-fever epidemic. He contracted 


ers, and was nursed to a recovery by his wife. 


ADMIRABLE MME. FLOQUET. 

But speaking of the wives of statesmen, there 
is one who must not be overlooked. I refer to 
the wife of the President of the Chamber of 
Deputies. Although himself a man of great 
ability, M. Floquet owes much of his success 
to his wife, and if he ever, as he fully expects, 
becomes President of the Republic, one-balf 
the credit will be dueto her. And what of her? 
She is most difficult to describe. Try to de- 
scribe the scene in a kaleidoscope. No sooner 
are you fairly begun than pouf! a jog upsets 
everything and you have an entirely different 
view before you. Mme, Floquet is a buman 
kaleidoscope. I should rather say she is a dia- 
mond cut in many facets, each flashing with a 
lustre all its own. I have never knowna 
woman who could more completely adapt her- 
self to every changing circumstance of exist- 
ence. Here sbe is at a soirée, for example. 
She is easily the best-dressed woman in the 
room. Indeed, she has a veritable genius for 
fine costumes. She is also one of the most beau- 
tiful. There is not a more graceful! dancer on the 
floor, There is no one who can more inces- 
santly chatter.the idle small-taik of society. 
Behold, in brief, the model butterfly! Now see 
her entertain a group of statesmen and diplo- 
mats. Every biue book, and yellow book, and 
white book, and every official document that 
has been published for the last ten years is at 
her tongue’s end. Sberevelsin finance. She 
plays upon politicai cconomy as upon an in- 
strument of music. She knows more of diplo- 
macy in one hour than all the others have ever 


learned. Behold the statesman—in petti- 
coats! See her again, in charitable work. She 
founds and sustains industrial schools. She 


opens and manages asylums and bospitals. She 
directs employment agencies. Sheopens the 
new Hotel de Ville with a free dinner to all the 
public-school children of Paris. Bebold the 
only genuine Lady Bountiful! Perhaps I may 
give some faint idea of her personal appear- 
ance by saying that she isa typical woman of 
the South of France; erect, graceful; abound- 
ing in perfect health; a clear olive complexion, 
crimson lips; big, biack, smiling eyes; a wealth 
of coal-black hair; shapely white bands; and 
a voice that is like sweet music. I am too en- 
thusiastic? No; I cannot do my subject even 
simple justice. Probably one important ele- 
ment of her power in public affairs is the fact 
that she never seems to exert any. She never 
electioneers, yet she gains countless votes for 
her husband and his party. Sbe never asks a 
favor, yet sbe gets everything she wants. It 
is a pity there were not many women like ber. 
The Republic would be on a much firmer basis 
if there were. Of course, with M. Grévy just 
elected for a second term, it seems premature 
to talk about his successor in the Presidency. 
Yet his bealth is bad, and he is old, and no one 
knows whata day may bring to pass. Cer- 
tainly, should the Presidential office be vacated 
now, or in the immediate future, M. Floquet’s 
chances of Mling it would be the best, and he 
would owe them very largely to his adwirabie 
wife. 
WHY M. BERT HATES THE CHURCH. 
One of the surprises of the day is the ap- 
pointment of M. Paul Bert to be Assistant 
Governor-General of Tonquin and Annam—a 
position which he has accepted. He will go 
thither with his family in a fortnight, and will 
have absolute authority over all the civil and 
military officers. M. Bert came into public no- 
tice as an intimate personal and politica! friead 
of Gambetta, and distinguished bimself by bis 
bitter hatred of the Roman Catholic Church. 
A great sensation was caused on this account 
by Gambetta’s appointment of him to be Min- 
ister of Public Worship. I do not know that 
the origin of his enmity to that Church has 
been generally made known in America. If 
not, here it is. One-half comes by inheritance 
and one-balt by marriage. M. Bert’s grand- 
father was one of the last of the serfs of 
France. He was the siave of the monks of an 
abbey in Burgundy. They were hard mas- 


ters. Naturally he hated them. Natur- 
ally also, he hated the Church 
which they represented. He was set 


free by the Revolution, but never relaxed his 
enmity to the Church. Indeed, oe transmitted 
it to bis son and to his grandson. So much for 
one-half of M. Paul Bert’s anti-clericalism. 
The other halt he got by marriage. His wife is 
a Scotchwoman, trom Inverness, and never 
was there a Cévenanter more deeply dyed than 
she. To her Papistry is the sum of all abom- 
inations. The same is true of ber two maiden 
sisters, who have their home with ber ever 
since her marriage. The three women bave 
never ceased to add fuel to the flame of his 
anti-ciericalism. Indeed, they have tried to 
make a full-fledged Scotch Presbyterian ot 
bim. but in this they have not succeeded. For 
M. Bert looks with disftavor upon all religions, 
thougb not in the same degree. However, in 
other respects they have inciined him toward 
Scotch ideas and custems—so mucb so at any 
rate that he makes bis breakfast always of oat- 
meal. It is a curious turn of fortune that 
sent this church-hater to the Far East, there to 
be the patron and protector of the Koman 
Catholic missionaries. More, indeed, for he 
expects to use the missionaries as valuuble po- 
litical agents. But M. Bert can be all tuings to 
all men, and doubtless remembers Gambetta's 
remark, that anti-clericalism is a good thing 
for bome use, but should never be exported. 
M. Bert is a surgeon and chemist of great at- 
tainments. He is almost a monomaniac on 
the subject of vivisection, and is never 80 
issecting a living dog or rab- 


tion, in the interests of humane science, of 
murderers who bave been condemned to death. 
M. Bert, as I have said, was Gambetta’s close 
friend. He was bis medical attendant in bis 
last illness and was with him when he died. 
He is a small, powerfully-built man of 53, bis 
face terribly distigured with small-pox scars. 
LETTING JAIL-BIKDS LOOSE. 

As I announced in a former letter he would 
do, President Grévy has issued a proclamation 
of amnesty. It bas been published in Le 
Journal Ofictel. “On the occasion of bis re- 
election,” it says, che President of the Re- 
publio bas granted a free pardon to all convicta 
at present undergoing punishment for political 
crimes and offenses committed since 1870. In 
addition, the President of the Republic has in 
a certain number of cases granted a remission 
of a portion of their sentences to perons con- 
demned for offenses at common law.“ While 
every one will rejoice at some of the results 
of this action some other of its effects must be 
deplored. Not only will it release such persons 
as Krapotkine and Michel, who ought never to 
have been locked up, but it will set loose upon 
the world many dynamiters of the vilest 
sort, who are merely thugs and ene- 
mies to mankind. There are many such. 
They used dynamite to wreak private 
vengeance. When arrested, what? They 
made a plea to the effect that they were So- 
cialists, obeying the orders of their chief. So 
they were locked up as political prisoners. 
Now they are set loose again. 
dissatisfaction expressed at it among the best 
Republicans. A Deputy said yesterday: It 
is ill for the Repu lic to set tree all the crim- 
inals. It wili only increase the Conservative 
rea tion. Then, again, itis urged that this 
action savors too much of the purdoning 
granted in old times by Kings on their ac 
cession. Since one King tyrannically locked 
up innocent people it was right that the next 
King should set them free. But the Republic 
should not do so. Justice should be its corner- 
stone. No one should be convicted unless 
guilty, and then he should be made to serve 
out his term. Again, how does the re- 
election of a President change the 
status of criminals? Does that event 
atone for their crimes? Or does it regenerate 
their characters? It the prisoners should be 
set free now, why were they not as much en- 
titled to pardon a year ago? Indeed, the whole 
business seems terribly illogical. But tben, 
the enemies of France say Frenchmen are an 
ililogical nation. Perhaps they are. Anyway, 
let us be glad that Krapotkme and Louise 
Michel are at liberty. The latter, I am in- 
formed, ‘bas formally protested against being 
pardoned. She says she never did anything 
that made pardon necessary. Accordingly, a 
bill is to be introduced into the Chamber set- 
ting forth that she never was worthy of pun- 
isbment, but was an “injured innocent.“ 
Probably it will pass. Probably it 1s true, in 
ber case and Krapotkine’s. But really it does 
not look well to release criminals and rebuke 
Judges in that way. Does it? 


NOTES. 

The schoolmistress is abroad in the land.

THE PERIOD OF WHITE SLAVERY RECALLED 
BY THE DEATH OF A PROMINENT NEW 
ORLEANS CITIZEN — DISTINGUISHED IN- 
VALIDS—ALDERMEN ENTERTAINED. 

New Orveans, La., Jan. 30.— [Special. 
This week witnessed the death and burial of 
Kasper Arich, one of the wealthiest of our 
citizens, and for many years one of the best 
known and most public spirited. He was 
Alderman and member of the Legislature forty 
years ago, and was almost 80 when he died. 
His death recalis one of the most interesting 
phases of the State’s history, the period of 
white slavery in Louisiana. From 1815 to 1820 
large numbers or German immigrants were 
landed on the levee of New Orleans 
and sold to the highest bidder to 
cover the expenses of their trip. Among them 
came the father and mother of Arich, who was 
achild in arms. Another was the late Chris- 
tian Roselins, who became the head of the New 
Orleans bar. He got a good start by being 
purchased by a printer named St. Romes, who 
taught him to set type, and then for sweeping 
out his office Judge Workman taught bim law. 


Another case was that of Susan Miller, whose 
parents died on the voyage. She was sold 


into slavery and never regained her 
freedom till years after, when she 
had grown up, became the wife of a negro 
slave, and had many chiidren by him. One of 


the most remarkable triais here was that to 
establish the freedom of this poor German imm 
grant girl. George Cable, by the way, has 
compiled all of the facts and will give this 
thrilling story to the readers of the Century. 
An examination of newspaper files of seventy 
years ago show more advertisements for run- 
away Germans than for runaway negroes. Mr. 
Arich, after bestowing some $50,000 upon rela- 
tives and friends, bequeathed the residue of 
his large estate for the benefit of the poor of 
the Presbyterian Church. 

The Rev. Hay Aitkin, the Episcopal mis- 
sioner from England, has for several weeks 
conducted a very successful campaign against 
the powers ot darkness. His noon meetings 
for men exclusively were weil attended, and 
his converts were not few. A notable case re- 
ported is that of the confidential secretary of 
the Louisiana State Lottery Company. He was 
converted under the preaching of the eloquent 
evangelist, and hasresigned his position with 
asalary of $400 a month attached. His sin- 
‘cerity cannot be questioned, as he has a large 
femily to support and has no other revenue. 
The brothers of the church are now seeking 
employment for bim to keep bis family from 
destitution. 

Three distinguished citizens bave been dur- 
ing last week reported at death's door, and had 
each partaken of the last sacrament of the 
church. Improvement is reported, bowever, 
in each case. The invalids are Chief-Justice 
Bermudeza of the Supreme Court, Chief- 
Engineer O'Connor of the Fire Department, 
and Mgr. Alien of St. Patrick's Church. Their 
many friends in Chicago will be glad to know 
that strong hopes of their recovery are enter- 
tained. 

A party of Philadelpbia Aldermen have been 
here for a week and left for home last evening. 
They were handsomely entertained by the 
Mayor, who paid for their entertaining with 
funds contiibuted by the gamblers of the city 
for charitable purposes.

Newspapers and Four Big 
Railway Companies. 


The Latter Caused the Trouble by 
Making a Bid for Free Ad- 
vertising. 


The Editors Now on Top—One of the 
Amusing Features of the Oou- 
troversy. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 30.—|Special Cor 
respondence.|—A curious warfare, of which 
the public bas beard nothing, is being waged 
bere. It is between the Michigan Central, 
the Wabash, the Lake Snore & Michigan 
Southern, and the Detroit, Lansing & North- 
ern Railroads on the one hand, and the 
four English daily papers—the Free the 
Tribune, the News, and the 2 tho 
other. The equal numerical division of the 
contending forces does not necessarily make 
the conflict an equal one by any means. 

About a month ago the roads named resolved 
to no longer pay the papers for publishing 
their time-cards. For years regular advertis« 
ing rates bave been charged for this service by 
the papers. The railroads argued that the 
newspapers must publish the announcement 
of the arrivals and departures of all passenger- 
trains as a matter of news, the same as the 
weather reports, the market quotations, and 
similar things, and, thus reasonmg. it 


was not difficult for the representatives 
of the roads present at the meeting 
where this action was taken to 


convince themselves that during all these 
years they had been practically swindled by 
the newspapers. As an exchange of courtesies, 


annual passes on coudition of the publica- 
tion of the time-table of the company. This 
they had long done with the country press, and 
they now failed to see why the condition should 
not be enforced agaiust the city dailies. 

The roads were somewhat surprised when 


standing, simultaneously quit publishing the 
time-cards, and Jan. 10, when the annual passes 
expired, refused to accept the new ones of- 
fered. The various lines were notified that all 
announcements of the change of the running 
time of trains, excursion rates, and similar no- 
tices which the papers had been accustomed to 
print free of charge, would be accepted only 
on payment of regular reading-matter rates. 
The spitit spread to every person connected 
with the press, and, although no orders to that 
effect were issued, it was understood that war 
bad been declared and that the campaign was 
to de a long one. Since Jan. 10 there 
is not a reporter in this city who 
cannot scent a railroad accident at twice 
the distance as formerly, and recent fatal acci- 
dents, as aepicted, have been more than 
usually harrowing. Reporters have happened 
to get on the jury—they know the Coroner— 


when tne victim was killed the train was run- 
ning eighteen miles an hour out of the Central 
yards, in violation of the law, and recom 
mended that the company be publicly prose 
cuted. 

STIRRING THEM UP. 

Such an unusual verdict was, of course, 
treated by the press as its importance desert ed, 
and the facts were given to the public under 
such e¢ye-catching captions as Murdered by. 
the Central Company. The Public Be 
D—d’ Policy,“ ete. Public feeling has been so 
aroused by these reports that action is about to 
be taken against the company. 

The fact that a number of railway gates are 
needed at an equal number of street crossings 
in this city has put recently been discovered, 
and the discovery bas resulted in bringing the 
Railroad Commissioner to town for the pur 
pose of inspecting the alleged dangerous lo- 
calities. The proposition of the roads owning 
elevators to charge extra storage for grain not 
removed by a certain date, although not an 
unusual thing, has been denounced and 
a sentiment created in favor of the Board 


extra storage rates would not be exacted. 
THE FUNNIEST PART OF IT. 

The funniest circumstance of the war is that 
the Grand Trunk, under the direction of its 
General Manager, refuses to join the other 
roads in their action against the press. The 
Grand Trunk time-card continues to adorn the 
advertising columns of the dailies, and the 
road derives special advantage from being the 
only one that bas its card thus printed con- 
spicuously in all the newspapers, giving the 
impression to strangers that it is the only road 
running in and out of the city. Grand Trunk 
passes also are distributed more freely than ever 
to the newspaper editors and re and 
any newspaper man has but to hint that he 
wants a pass to get it. It is a coincidence, to sa 
the least, that the papers have apparently just 
found out what a great benefit the Grand 
Trunk is to Michigan. It has been discovered 
that the Grand Trunk is being outraged in 
the matter of its treatment by the Central 
Road, whose switching charges are pronounced 
exorbitant, and the attention of the Attorney- 
General has been called to this alleged vioia- 
tion by the Central of ite charter and the gen- 
eral State Jaw. It is positively announced that 
the Attorney-General will move against the 
Central Company in the Supreme Court of the 
State to rectify the alleged discrimination 
against the Grand Trunk. 

What the final outcome of this novel fight 
will be cannot be conjectured. Nothing like it 
ever occurred before in Michigan. The De- 
troit papers have nothing to say about it for 
obvious reasons.

The bill framed by the Hon. John Lowell of Mas- 
sachusetts to establish a uniform system of 
bankruptcy throughout the United States con- 
tains several provisions which, if carried into 
operation, will defeat the object for which a bank 
rupt law should be designed. Among the objéc- 
tionable features may be named: 

First—The continuance of the bankrupt’s bus 
ness for twelve months. 

Second—The release of the debtor without any 
payment whatever to creditors. 

Third—The recognition of the Homestead Ex< 
emption laws of each State, which vary greatly in 
the amount allowed to the debtor. In this respect 
the bill cannot claim to be uniform. 

Fourth—The Commissioner in Bankruptcy gets 
as trustee in all cases where the estate does not 
exceed $1,000, and may in all cases refuse to con- 
firm a trustee selected by the creditors. 

Fifth—No person is éligible as Commissioner un- 
less a practicing attorney. 

Sixth—The bill provides for the appointment of 
supervisors, trustees-registers, stenograph 
commissioners, committees of directuon, etc. 

The machinery thus created is cumbersome and 
expensive, and its operation is likely to bring 
about results similar to those which followed the 
English Bankrupt act of 1869. Under that act the 
assets of the debtor, in a large majority of cases, 
were entirely consumed in the expenses of admin-~ 
istration, and in 58 per cent of the cases no diwi 
dend was paid to the ordinary creditors. 

The Lowell bill is likely soon to claim the atten- 
tion of Congress, and, in view of * 
provisions, we, the members of the Merchants’ 
Manufacturers’ Association of Cincinnati, desire to 
express our disapproval of the bill, and we re- 
s pectfully request and pray that our 

tives in Congress use all honorable means to pre- 
vent its passage.

COFFEE, 


HOW IT IS GROWN IN BRAZIL AND ITS 
PREPARATION FOR MARKET. 

Interview with A. de Figueiredo, Brazilian 
Consul, in St. Louis Globe-Democrat: I see a 
big train of coffee was made up at New Orleans 
for this market, the coffee coming from South 
America. This ie a great industry. Coffee 
is the principal product of Brazil, growing in 
the mountain country, being better as the 
hills are steeper, and amounting to 4,000,000 
bags annually. Coffee-growing in an interest- 
ing industry. The seed is first sown, and when 
the bush is about two feet high it is trans 
planted in rows about four feet apart. In four 
years the bush bears fruit, and thereafter for 
forty years, the tree being in full vigor from 
ite tenth year until it decays at forty. The 
plantations present their most beautiful 
and attractive appearance in September 
and October, when the trees blossom. 
The blossoms are white and very fregrant, ana 
are succeeded by a smali fruit, green at first, 
and which is not ripe for gathering until March, 
and from that to August. It often happens, 
that the gathering is continued the year round, 
many trees producing more than two crops. 
The labor is done by slaves, many planters 
owning bundreds of them. After the fruit is 
gathered it is thrown into large, open yards. 
paved with rock and stone, and ona grade 
sufficient to run the water away. After some 
days’ exposure tothe sun, the berries being 
pertectly dry, they are put in the crusher to 
separate the coffee from the husk. The coffee 
is then passed through large and small sieves, 
one under the other, with alarge fan at the 
back of them, by which means the coffee is re- 
lieved of the husks and graded according 
to the size of the grain. The best is 
sent to the burnisher, which gives it an addi- 
tional market value, and to obtain a still - fan- 
cler quality, though this is in reality only a 
question of the eye, the grain is placed in a 
tank half full of a decoction of green coffee- 
beans and water. After remaining there sev- 
eral days this dyed grain is dried and bur- 
nisbed and sold as extra fancy, though 
it is really no better than the other 
as far as the quality or taste is con- 
cerned. This work is all done by appliances 
on the plantations, and I was told very re- 
cently that several planters have as much as 
$250,000 invested in machine of all kinds. 
This system of getting the coffee ready for the 
market is of course only employed by the 
pe pad planters.

A New York Manager's Protest and 
the Replies Thereto of His Chi- 
cago Contemporaries. 


The Present Style of Light Opera and 
Burlesque Denounced by the 
Gothamite. 


The Oostaming Is Made Scanty Merely for 
the Sake of Artistic Ef- 
fect. 


In a recent issue of the New York Herald 
appear some rather forcible expressions of 
opinion given utterance to by Mr. A. M. Palm- 
er, the Madison Square manager, on the sub- 
ject of the morals of the theatre as that insti- 
tution exists today. The branch of the topic 
to which the manager accords the lion’s share 
of his attention is the placing upon the stage 
of attractions in which the human form—the 
female human form chiefiy~is too lavisbly 
displayed—that is, too lavishly displayed to 
suit the ideas of Mr. Palmer. He charges em- 
phatically that such productions are a great 
evil, degrading and pernicious in their effect; 
and that their managers, in their representation, 
‘strive to come just as near the line as pos- 
sible without breaking the law.“ Towards 
the end of a conversation with an attentive re- 
porter Mr. Palmer waxes more indignant and 
condemns the present style of burlesque and 
light opera as something entirely divorced 
from true dramatic art. The managers. he 
exclaims, “exhibit young women not only im- 
properly clothed but indecently so, and en- 
courage them to sing suggestive songs. There 
have never been costumes worn on a stage in 
this city, either in a theatre, hall, or ‘dive,’ 80 
improper as those that clothed some of the 
chorus in recent comic opera productions. 
- « « It is not a question of whether the 
girls can dance or are graceful—for they are 
not, most of them—nor whether they can even 
sing, but just how littie they will consent to 


wear.” 

Mr. Palmer is not so bard on the ballet in grand 
opera. Of it and its attire he says: Tuat is en- 
tirely another thing. There grace and motion are 
combined, and tights are worn to some pur 
pose.“ As to the probabie duration of the 
present iamentable condition of affairs he 
says: The public certainly will tire of it, 
but how soon is a hard question to answer. It 
is a vitiated taste that gives the article a pleas- 
ant flavor for awhile, but in time it becomes 
sickish. It is like feeding a child on sweet- 
meats.” To a quesuon as to who and what 
will put an end tothe unwholesome craze, Mr. 
Palmer makes the following rejoinder: ** Pub- 
lie sentiment and the police. It will probably 
be carried to an unbearable extent, and then 
there will be a reaction. Possibly, though, we 
will become used to anything by a constant 
familiarity with it. In that case the imagina- 
tion can hardly paint a picture vivid enough 
to do justice to the stage of ten years hence. 
However, lam hopeful, for I think that the in- 
nate love of the really good in mankind will 
stand even a more severe strain than it is be- 
ing put to now, and that the admiration that 
we ail feel for works like those of Shakspeare 
will never die out.“ 

Mr. Palmer’s expressions of opinion are fol- 
lowed by a number of letters giving utterance 
to views that alteraately coincide with and an- 
tagonize his arguments. The authors of these 
letters extend the fleid of discussion to the 
morais of the chorus, the members of which 
are generally accorded more commendation 
than blame. Possibly the following communi- 
cation contains more in fewer words than any 
of the rest: 

I have seén the discussion going on about the 
tendency of the drama. The hints and insinuations 
thrown out about the immorality of ballet-giris 
and chorus girls disgust me. Is a bailet-girl nec- 
essarily without virtue because she wears short 
skirta? 1 know she is not, In fuct there is not 
halt as much virtue to be found in the boxes as on 
the stage. I know there is not. DON JUAN. 


WHAT CHICAGO MANAGERS SAY. 

A reporter for THe Trisune interviewed 
several Chicago managers, and found them all 
of one opinion—namely: that to the pure ali 
things are pure, and that the popular taste, 
whatever it may be, must be gratified it thea- 
tres are to exist; but that a manager must ex- 
ercise his own discretion with regard to the 
nature and costuming of the pieces he pro- 
duces. “Honi soit qui mal y pense,” re- 
marked Mr. Jobn A. Hamlin as he stood on the 
top step of the entrance co the Grand Opera- 
House counting the audience as it issued trom 
the theatre; * theatres, are, I — run to 
make money, not to gratity whims. hen the 
public by paying its dollars to see a certain per- 
formance gives evidence that that is the kind 
of a performance it wishes for it is going to 
get that kind of a periormance if it can be 
given without infringing on the laws of either 
decency or morality. There is nothing im- 
moralto my mind in the costuming of any 
piece that has ever appeared at my house, and 
the light-opera shows that have been given 
here could not be counted. The costuming of 
a spectacular piece is always designed with an 
honest idea to artistic effect, and it is a great 
mistake to suppose the dresses of—chorus 
girls, for instance—are made scanty with a 
view to draw big audiences through the grati- 
fication of an evil taste. Why are baid heads 
so plentiful in the parquet when the chorus is 
scantily dressed? I don’t know exactly. 
Possiby because the approach of age 
creates in man a newly-awakened love for 
the beautiful, and there are lots of worse 
ways an old man might spend his time than 
going to the theatre and looking at pretty 
girls. But this talk of indecency in costuming 
is all nonsense; there isn’t any more harm in a 
becomingly-dressed chorus-girl than a statue 
which isn’t dressed at all. If there is any in- 
decent’ costuming on the stage today I haven't 
seen any of it in any of che Chicago theatres. 

“By the way. Mr. Hamlin added, as the re- 
porter was moving off. it seems to me a good 
way to indorse a good attraction would be for 
clergymen who are not opposed to theatrical 
performanges in every shape to tell their con- 
gregations what they ought to go to see and 
what to stay away from. A good play deserves 
no less, and it would certainly be a good way 
to kill off the bad ones.”’ 


MR. DAVID HENDERSON'S IDEA OF IT. 

Mr. David Henderson, manager of the Cb. 
cago Opera- House, when asked for his opinion, 
told the reporter that such ideas as Mr. Palm- 
er bad given expression to Were all cant and 
rub bisl. I would like to ask Mr. Palmer, or 
any other manager, he said, with some asper- 
ity, i more evil could result to society by 
the exhibitions afforded by such pieces as 
»The Black Crook,’ ‘Around the World in 
Eighty Days,’ Lydia Thompson's troupe, Ex- 
ceisior,’ *‘Sieba,’ Adonis,“ etc., than from the 
untolding of such plots as *‘ Fernande,’ ‘ Article 
47,’ Alike.“ Led Astray,’ ‘Mother and Son,’ 
and others from the French authors, which 
binge all their action on the breakirg of the 
seventh commandment. Beautiful women— 
and men, too—are placed upon the stage ap- 
propriately clad in order to make a beautiful 
picture. if there is no harm to be incurred by 
- a stroll through European art-galieries, where 
the nuce figure forms the principal object of 
study both in painting and statuary, there is 
surely none to be gotten by the contemplation 
of a spectacle from a modern burlesque. But 
people who are prurient-minded will discover 
evil where none exists. Noone with any dis- 
cernment can see any more evil in a woman 
appearing On the stage in ballet attire than in 
ber more fortunate sister who is so generous in 
the display of her charms for the benefit of her 
admirers in the bali-room. I don't say this be- 
cause I think either immoral, but simply to 
show that if one is the other must be. Take the 
costuming in Orpheus and Eurydice”’ as 
given by the American opera company. It 
was all designed by Mrs. Thurber herseif, and 
do you thin) that if the characters were con- 
sidered iIndeventiy scanty the best people of 
New York would go to see the piece? And yet 
one knows how scanty they are. 

* Something that I consider far more ob- 
jectionable than any sort of stage costuming 
is the dialog in some of the nonsensical pieces 
that are just now enjoying such a phenomenal 
run of prosperity. It is growing worse, too, 
and as it grows worse people are growing 
to aceustom themselves to it, until one 
hardiy knows what to expect next. Such peo- 
ple as Mr. Palmer. who appears to have started 
out with the idea of becoming aconservator of 
public morals, had a great deal better turn 
their attention to this evil than the fancied 
one of abbreviated costumes. 

„As t the women of the theatrical pro- 
fession, I have little to say, but that little is 
emphatic. It is the popular idea—that is, it is 
the idea of people wholly ignorant of the pro- 
fession—that the life of an opera-singer, for 
instance, is one continual round of gayety and 
pleasure outside of the theatre. Now, as a 
matter of fact, a member of the chorus of a

ONLY IMMORAL TO THE VULGAR.

ligence. There ure probably a number of pieces 
on the stage today that ought not to be allowed 
to ran. This, however, 1s not from 
the costuming, though that may be 
seanty, perhaps, but from the actions 
and deportment’ of the players. There is 
nothing coarse in a scantily-clad woman, if 
she be where she is simply for the purpose of 
adding to a beautiful picture, unless she does 
something to make the audience aware ot the 


fact that she knows how she is dressed and. 


exults init. A vulgar mind cannot see any thing 
to enjoy in a mere spectacie; it wants some- 
thing overt and what would be repellant toa re- 
fined beholder. Now, in the representation of 
the Comedy of Errors, in which Robson and 
Crane have appeared this week, the costuming 
of the women may have been called 
seanty. But the fact that nothing 
whatever objectionable existed is proved by 
the class of people who have patronized the 
performances. What I mean is this: Take two 
performances of the same piece where the cos- 
tuming is scanty but exactly alike. One may 
be perfectly pure and refined, and the other, 
simply by gross management and the interpo- 
lanon of suggested coarseness, may be ren- 
dered unbearably immoral. The one that was 
objectionable might perhaps draw the biggest 
houses, but a single glance at the two audi- 
ences before either performance began would 
be enough to tell Which was which. 
If I were going to mount “A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream,“ the costuming would perhaps 
be scanty, but it would be chosen simpiy for 
the sake of artistic effect—you can’t clothe 
fairies in long dresses—and the most punctilious 
of critics might see the performance through 
from end to end, but I would defy him to find 
anything immoral in it. No, if you are going 
to find immorality on the stage you must seek 
elsewhere than in the costuming branch of it. 
THE MOTIVES OF WOULD-BE ACTRESSES. 

„While not a theatrical manager.“ said Mr. 
Sam Kayzer of the Opera-House Conservatory, 
* from the little that comes to my attention 
in the way of applicants for admission to the 
different departments of the profession, I 
never have been able to discover any other 
motive than the desire of the applicants to 
better themselves by hard, honest work. 
While the majority of applicants are in no way 
suited to follow a theatrical career, because of 
lack of education or physical fitness, yet I 
have never recognized any worse ambition in 
a femaie applicant than a desire of a more in- 
dependent life; I have never yet come face to 
face with viciousness, nor a morbid desire on 
the part of an applicant to adopt a stage career 
for the purpose of exhibiting any physical at- 
tractiveness she might be possessed of. It is 
true that some who have discovered by some 
means or another that they are beautiful con- 
sider that that alone will bring them success, 
but the motive, so far as I bave seen, is in- 
variably a pure one. As a rule, a woman 
doesn't like to be told that she is physically 
fitted for the stage; she would sooner hear of 
some meatal qualification. 

From what you have seen of actresses and 
of women studying for the stage, what are you 
inclined to think of Mr. Palmer's criticisms?’’ 

*] consider that the attention paid to such 
things is more harmful than the things them- 
selves, for I believe that there is a provision in 
Nature against influences of that kind; that 
is, | mean that whatever is shocking is a pre- 
ventive of the example.

Not since the original Black 

Crook shocked and entertained the New York 

public has there been so loud an outcry against 

stage improprieties. The managers of the 
three legitimate stock companies—Wallack, 

Palmer, ana Daly—bave banded together in an 

onslaught upon indecorously-costumed bur- 

lesque and comic operas, and the first battle :s 

set down for next Thursday afternoon. They 

have prepared benefit matinée performances 
for the actors’ fund, and frum the entertain- 
ments, which will be given in their own 
theatres—Waliack’s, Daly's, and the Mal- 


ison Square—unskirted actresses are to be | 


rigidly excluded. Engaged. The Rivals, 
and Love on Crutones will be performed, 
but the companies will go the round of the 
three houses, giving one act of their plays on 
each stage, so that an audience will get a third 
of each comedy. Between acts there will be 
singing, but all in conventional clothes, and 
the three leagued managers will make ad- 
dresses in which they aie expected to define 
their position asto what they have already 
characterized as pernicious amusements, 
Palmer and Wallack have in published inter- 
views denounced the current taste for act- 
resses in tights, and this peculiar matinée is 
under the personal direction of Daly. That 
they have suffered from the competition of 
the entertainments which they condemn is 
mentioned as a selfish animus of their present 
proceedings; but circumstances have com- 
bined to create much sentiment on their side 
of the question. Exploits of a small but very 
conspicuous minority of burlesque and comic 
opera actresses have lately scandalized 
the well-behaved majority; and the more 
notorious the persons became the more they 
were forced forward, because their value as 
attractions to the dudes was thereby enhanced. 
At the annual meeting of the Society for tne 
Suppression of Vice, which is Anthony Com- 
stock’s organization, the subject of risky stage 
costuming was discussed, and the beavy back- 
ers of Comstock—the element from which he 
gets his potent moral and financial support— 
agreed to sustain him ina crusade against 
tights. He is therefore likely todo something 
radical it not effective. 

A diverting side issue is the discussion of 
Henry Ward Beecher’s presence at the Acad- 
emy of Music lust Monday afternoon when a 
mixed show was given for the benefit of H. A. 
Thomas, an artist. Beecher was a friend of 
the beneficiary, and he volunteered to make 
an address introducing a party of ¢rafts- 
men who made sketches on the stage. 
He did that service happily and then 
took a place in a proscenium box, where 
two young women of his family sat. He 
seemed to enjoy the vocal and acrobatic doings 
that ensued. At length the time came for an 
Amazon march by the chorus from * Evange- 
line.“ It was out of this troop of carefully- 
selected pretty girls that Sadie Cortelyou re- 
cently retired jato disgrace and death, and it 
waé with them that several hundred Produce 
Exchange brokers lately bad a famous guying 
time after the style of ‘the historicaliy hu- 
morous manner of the Count Joannes tragedies. 
Beeeher did not quit his box, but he retreated 
so far behind the draperies that he was visible 
to only a small portion of the audience, and 
the beat obrainable evidence is that he turned 
his back on the parade of the twenty unclad 
girls. On the fall of the curtain he went ioto 
the corridor and staid there talking with av- 
quaintances during the encore reappearance of 
the buriesquers. He declines to be drawn into 
talk on the subject for publication, but inti- 
mates that he Will soon define his position re- 
garding tneatricals in a sermon.

TWO PECULIAR LAKES, 


CAJAH’S FLOATING ISLANDS—COLLINS’ UN- 
SAFE SHOKES AND IMPUDENT REPTILES. 
Honesdale (Pa.) Letter to New York Sun: 

Cajah Pond, a beautiful sheet of water a mile 
and a half from Houesdale and 200 feet above 
it, fe dotted with a number of little islands. 
These is!ands are covered with trees, some of 
them twenty feet in hight, and a dense growth 
of thick-foliaged bushes. The island bot- 
toms are marshy, but the soll is stiff 
enough to sustain the weight of the 
fishermen who troll for pickerel from the 
islands in the summer fishing season, and who 
are their only visitors. In the summer time 
these miniature islands are pleasing variations 
in the beauty of the scene the lake presents to 
the spectator gazmg upon it from the hilis 
surrounding it, and if the wind happens to be 
blowing strong and changeable, as it generally 
is on the lake, the visitor who looks upon it 
for the first time can scarcely help being 
startled to see these isiands moving about 
from one point of the compass to another as 
the wind shifts. They are a group of float- 
ing islands. One day they may be seen 
huddling together in one spot, the next 
scattered widely apart. An island that the 
fisherman may cast his line from at one ex- 
tremity of the pond today may invite him to it 
from the other extremity tomorrow. . The 
largest of these fair islands was formerly par- 
tial tothe lower end of the lake, and hugged 
the shore there, with only slight changes of 
position, day in and day out. A vear or 80 
ago, during a stiff and heavy wind, this island 
backed first to one side and then to the other 
side of the lake, moving slowly the while to- 
ward the upper end, until it worked its way to 
the shore near that end, and there it has re- 
mained ever since, moored in some mysterious 
way to the marshy margin of the main land. 

These istands, although still almost constant- 
ly shifting, are not so susceptible to the infiu- 
ence of the wind as they were years ago. Their 
dimensions are perceptibly increasing. Ap- 
parently the roots of the trees and under- 
growth have thrust themselves down deep 
enough to act as anchors to these curious 
natural craft. By what mysterious processes 
of nature these formations are being constant- 
ly augmented and made more solid ana sub- 
stantial in structure I do not know, but the 
process is going on, and in time, no doubt, the 
entire surface of the lake will have become 
covered with this slowly-collected soil, until no 
evidence that a lake was ever there will re- 
main. 

Collins’ Pond, a mile ortwo beyond Cajah, 
on the Cherry Ridge road, is gradually being 
encroached upon in the same manner, except 
that the marsh islands are stationary, and that 
the shore is also closing in upon the water. 
Between the road and Collins’ Pond is a strip 
of woods two or three rods wide. The timber 
is of various kinds and of large growth. Yet 
as one approaches the lake over this strip, the 
bottom shakes beneath the feet. Once a very 
tail friend of mine and myself were leaving the 
lake atter a successful day’s eatfishing. We 
were carrying our string of fish slung over a 
pole between us, as the spies of the Children of 
Israel brought in the specimens of the grapes 
they found on their prospecting tour. The tall 
friend waiked behind. Suddenly I heard a éry, 
and his end of the pole went down, I looked 
around and saw halt of my tall friend above 
ground and struggling wildly to get the other 
halt there too. The roof of the lake bad given 
way with him, and he disappeared from his 
waist down. But for a network of roots that 
supported him the chances are the other halt 
of him would have gone under too, for he saii 
that as far as he got there wasn’t the least sus- 
picion of any bottom. There are big pickerel 
and perch and no end to catfish in Collins’ 
Pond, but it is not a cheerful place to fish in. 
One cannot possibly get to the water without 
miring half-way to his knees in the marshy 
shore. The rank growths of water-weeds and 
marsh-grass make the pond a puradise for 
aquatic snakes of all sorts and sizes. They are 
not afraid to swim up to your line and inspect 
it, regardiess of your presence; and any time 
you choose to look at the bushes along the 
shore, or on the marshes, you may be reward- 
ed with the sight of one on every bush, hang- 
ing there watching for the shiners that swim 
along the shores. They dive and catch these 
with amazing skill, and grow fat and impudent 
upon them. Besides the snakes, the pond is 
alive with bidevous-looking leeches, or blood- 
suckers, which swarm about your boat by the 
hundred, and prope! themselves through the 
water with up-and-down curvatures of the 
body that alone give them a startling appear- 
ance. This is the only water, high among the 
hills, in which I ever saw or heard of the wild 
leech abounding and thriving.

Are to be amused. It is neediess, perhaps, to 
state that the latter predominate. When the 
0 who want to de amused 
aud there is notbing to amuse them, however, 
they begin to hunt for instruction; and on the 
game principle those who are on the lookout 
for instruction, on finding there is none of the 
article to be had, immediately fly for amuse- 
ment. Naturally, therefore, when contempo- 
raneous attractions are unsatisfactory and in- 
pid, the great mass of theatre-goers flock to 
see what is at least certain of causing merri- 
ment, no matter how questionable be tne 

that enables it to do so. 

With such a prospect staring them in the 
face, American authors surely sbould not be 
slow to discover a remedy for it.

„ Parsifal,“ and sent a most flattering letter of 
thanks to the director. It is fortunate that the 
King is not so expert and criticala naturalist 
as he is an artist, otherwise be would have in- 
quired bow Herr von Perfall contrived to per- 
suade that nightingale to sing so vigorously in 
the end of October, when all other nightingales 
are dumb.

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STEAMER AUSTRALIA, Pacific Ocean, Jan. 3. 
| Correspondence Philadelphia Press.|—Her Ma- 
jesty’s mail steamsnip Australia, 3,000 tons, 
under Capt. Charlee C. Brough, left San Fran- 
cisco three week ago. The passage out through 
the Golden Gate has many points of interest 
and affords a view of one of the finest harbors 
in the world. To the left is the many-hilled 
city, with its picturesque architecture, bristling 
with the inevitable bay windows, with Tele- 
graph Hill as a point d’appui.” 

On the right we pass the many-terraced, for- 
tified island; further on, as the city is left 
astern, the Presidio, garrisoned by United 
States troops, is seen, and as we cast off 
the tug, which has brought out the English

mail and many well-wisbing friends, we pass 
the famous Golden Gate and the familiar Cliff 
House,“ with its hundreds of seals clinging to 
We find ourselves, without cere- 
mony, on the bosom of the broad Pacific, and 
its gentle swell, with wind dead ahead and no 
sail set, caused such a rolling that a majority 
of the passengers soon began to suffer. 

About sixty miles from Frisco the Island 
of Farallone shoots its barren cone 200 feet 
high, and, as the lonely lightkeeper waves an 
adieu, the last land is seen until the following 
Just a week out, we sight 
the outlying islands of the Hawaiian group, 
2,100 miles from San Fraucisco. 
proached the rugged crags of Ouahu, on which 
Honolula, the only accessible port in the 
group, is situated, the scene was picturesque in 
the extreme, the sky line of the island present- 
ing a series of rugged peaks of volcanic forma- 
tion and of every imaginable form and color, 
obscured here and there by angry-looking 
black clouds, with intermittent tropical show- 
ers, and at whose bases the surf dashed thirty 
feet in the air. 

Honolulu, with its frame-work of luxuriant 
tropical vegetation, then burst upon the view, 
surmounted by a brilliant rainbow, like an 
oasis in the desert. The swarthy pilot came on 
board, but it was almost dark when, after 
rounding the tortuous channe!, we found our- 
seives on “terra cotta in this oceanic Eden. 
It would take more time and space than are at 
my disposal to describe the many beauties and 
novelties which Honoluiu presents. 
row, unpaved streets, with alleged, but little- 
used, sidewalks in the business centre, lead up 
into beautiful avenues, bordered by villas of 
every conceivable architectural eccentricity 
and surrounded by large gardens, brilliant with 
flowers, all varieties of palms, cacti, and or- 
anges; these by continued watering by Chinese 
laborers are kept in excellent condition the 
year round. 

I visited the palace of King Kalakaua, a hand- 
some twwu-storied stone structure in the style 
of the Italian renaissance, in front of which 
stands an excellent bronze statue of _Kameha- 
His exceliency was not at home, but 
I subsequently saw him at the circus lu a state 
box, surrounded by his family and suite. 
is well known by bis photos, and is handsome, 
exceedingly intelligent, and thoroughly up on 
all important matters. 


THE SKATING RINK AT HONOLULU, 


It is but a natural descent from the circus to 
probably the last thing you would expect to 
find in this hot elimate—i. e., the skating rink, 
which I found in full binst, with a large audi 
of the handsome, well-formed natives. 
The gentlemen wore white trousers and under- 
shirts, while the ladies were rigged out in the 
dress universally worn here—a sort of Mother 
Hubbard short skirt and a tiowing, broad- 
A fine band was in at- 
tendance, and none of the luxuries of civiiiza- 
tion were wanting. Ice-cream and lemonade 
„ parlors' abound. Drinks are 25 cents each. 
Straw hats are worn all the year round. 
Everybody rides. Money appears to be plenty, 
and nothing less than 10 cents is taken. 
Excursions to the Volcano.“ on the adjoin- 
ing Island of Hawaii, are freely advertised by 
rival steamboat lines. The Chinese number 
some 6,000 of the total population of near 
20,000, largely outnumbering the whites. Their 
quarters are more attractive and more reaily 
Oriental in appearance than those of San Fran- 
cisco, as we saw it at nicht, brilliantly lighted 
(with oil, for there is no gas On the island) and 
everything open to the street. The serpent 
lurking here is leprosy. which is said to be con- 
tagious and baffles the skill of the best physi- 
The worst cases are sent to an adjoin- 
ing colony and kept apart. 
I found the heat intense and the mosquitoes 
active, and, after a three-hours’ stay, I was 
giad to put to sea again with my winter Pbila- 
By the cooling breezes of the 
gentile Pacific I was lulled to sieep that night. 
On such along trip at sea 
from San Francisco to Sydney—the subject of 
passing the time is not without interest. 
the time we reached Honolulu all 
gers were well acquainted, and I found among 
them a minority of Yankees and a majority of 
Australians, nearly ail of whom were on their 
return from a journey round the world.

The weather was sometimes extremel ho 
and in the middle of the day any kiod of far 
tion was too warm to be popular. The passen- 
gers lounged about the deck as in m-dsummer 
Philadelpbians lounge on the shady side of an 
Atlantic City or Cape May cottage. Sunday 
morning before sunrise we sighted the Naviga- 
tors or Samoan Islands, and as we aprroached 
their volcanic peaks in the early morn there 
was a repetition of the celestial pyrotechnics 
seen at the Sandwich Islauds.

of fiying-fish leap into the air and often on the 
deck of the steamer, porpoise sport around, and 
flocks of gulls, tropical birds, and an occasional 
albatross wing their merry flight. but only one 
solitary ship has been seen in this trackless 
waste of the broad, blue Pacific—than which 
no more appropriate name could have been 
given. 

Nearly a week after leaving Samoa the head- 
lands of the New Zealand coast were sighted, 
and by 6 o'clock we were at the long pier at 
Auckland. The bay and harbor of this an- 
tipodean port are scarcely surpassed by even 
the famed Bay of Naples, to which every as- 
pirant of scenic supremacy is always compared. 
The water is deep enough for the largest ves- 
sels and is from three to five miles in width 
and of the most beautiful emerald green; the 
shores slope in gently rising bills with verdure 
of deepest green, on whieh sit the trimmest of 
little white cottages, looking, trees and all. as 
though taken from a toy Noah’s Ark; back of 
these, on all sides, rise towering volcanic peaks 
and ranges of mountains meiting away into the 
blue ether. 

The city itself is one of the marvels of mod- 
erp growth, considering its remoteness from 
the centres of civilization, being scarcely more 
than torty years old, with a population of 
50,000. It bas broad, well-paved streets; tram- 
cars (as street-cars are called bere), picturesque 
top-seat omnibuses, and bansom cabs, gor- 
geous with gilt and silver plate, carry you cheap- 
ly to all parts of the city. The business houses 
are mostly of two or three stories, built of a 
gray stone, and many of them of a very solid 
character and fine specimens of architecture. 
Bepecially is this true of the banks. The Bank 
of New Zealand, with a capital of £2,000,000, 
occupies a structure that for solidity and size 
is not equaled in Philadelphia or New York. 

An American is at once struck with the En- 
glish appearance of the people, the buildings, 
and even the borses of massive proportion and 
heavy fetiocks—not forgetting the barmaids— 
which are quite Engiish, you know.” Prob- 
ably the most charming teature of this Eden“ 
is the exuberance and vivid green of the

CREMATION IN PARIS. 

Paris Letter: Decorative artists and sculptors 
are preparing to adapt themselves to the 
crematory movement, which has now in its 
favor a vote of the Municipal Council adopt- 
ing the plan of a mortuary furnace, and 
granting a site in Pére-la-Chaise, where it will 
be in operation soon. The expense of crema- 
tion is not, it is settled, to exceed fifteen 
francs. The municipality will at a future sit- 
ting vote the construction ofa sort of lay 
temple, where families will be allowed to keep 
urns’ or other furereal vessels containing the 
ashes of dead relatives. This will not neces- 
sarily doaway with any religious ceremony 
short of that of consigning the dead to conse- 
crated ground; but, as M. Koechiin Sebwartz 


says, there is no reason why urns may not be 
consecrated, or why Protestants, Catholics, 
Jews, and Free Thinkers may not build a vast 


mausoleum iv which the asbesof thousands

Garnet hair ornaments and jewelry in many 
new devices are again in high vogue, says the 
New York Evening Post.

The redingote 
Russe opens dowa the front over a Russian 
vest made of plain plush or velvet, and the 
overdress itself is long and ample in effect, 
and devoid of any garniture. 


EVENING CORSAGES—WINTER WRAPS. 

Some of the newest evening corsages have 
one very long point in front and are finished 
with three ends in the back, une pointed and 
one at each side of this. very narrow, and 
slightly rounded. The entire outiines of the 
bodice are finisbed with a single row of beads. 
other basques tinish with a bird's tail postilion, 
made short and very full. The chemiset worn 
with these corsages—which are invariably half 
low in front, either square or Vandyke—is sub- 
ject to no end of variety this winter, being 
made either of China crape, soft silk, exquis- 
itly embroidered silk tulle, or even hand- 
worked French muslin. Many of the silk tulle 
chemisets are made very plain, being simply 
gathered very full and close round the throat 
and there fastened toa necklet of velvet or 
creamy Roman pearl besds. This style of 
necklet, or dog’s collar, as it is rather irrever- 
ently called, is still exceedingly fashionable 
with all styles of costume, from the simplest 
morning gown to an elaborate evening toilet. 

Among the array of exclusive winter 
wraps is one model in surtout style called the 
Tempéte. Thisis made of golden-brown bro- 
caded cloth, with a clerical hood at the back 
made wholly of fur. The wrap fastens down 
the front with massive bronze clasps and is 
bordered all around with bands of natural 
beaver. The Frou Frou“ pelisse is an elegant 
mautle made of cloth and frisé plush of a very 
dark wine-color bordered with ruby-colored 
feather bands. Iu front is a narrow feather 
vest confined at the beit under double agraffes 
of old silver and ruby stones representing 
chimeras in the style of the middle ages. This 
pelisse is extromely long, coming down nearly 
to the foot of the dress. Less elegant, but 
wurm and most luxurious for sleigb-rides, is the 
„ Muscovite, au immense cloak of fur-lined 
Russian cloth with a seal cape above which 
covers the shoulders. The cloak at the 
foot and upon the sleeves’ edges is finished 
with bangs of seal, and en suite is a riding- 
hood to match. 


DANCING TOILETS—CRUSH HATS—BRIDAL 
VEILS. 

For dancing toilets are imported very beauti- 
ful transparent silk muslins of exquisit text- 
ure and finish, with single large Sowers, such 
as carnations and roses, wrought in glittering 
beads upon the pale-tinted grounds. One pat- 
tern in these fabrics shows a pale cream 
groundwork, with azaleas and foliage in pink 
pearis and emerald beads; and a second design, 
already made up iu Watteau style, has 8 ground- 
work of pale blue scattered over with blush 
roses and sweet pea blossoms stamped in natu- 
ral lines upon its surface, the flowers outlined 
with amber beads. The dress is made up over 
pale blue satin. 7 

One of the season’s novelties which appears 
to have taken very well is the opera crush hat 
for ladies. A hat that can be folded up and 
stowed away has long been recognized as use- 
ful to gentlemen, but ladies who wore hat or 
bonnet in going to entertainments where even- 
ing dress was essential have been compelled to 
leave their bonnets in the cloak-room. ‘The 
new hat obviates this trouble and necessity, 
though it sounds rather mannish' to old- 
fashioned ears. 

Brida! veils of real lace are now put on 80 as 
to come down to the eyebrows only, leaving 
the rest of the face uncovered, while at the 
back they only veil the skirt in part. This ar- 
rangement is suitable for lace veils, which are 
never so wide as plain tulle ones. The latter 
gre always worn to envelop the figure entirely 
in the back and often coming down below the 
waist in front, although this latter arrange- 
ment is optional. Satin is leas and less worn 
for bridal dresses, faille and soft, lustrous gros 
grains having usurped this often unbecoming 
fabric. A pretty wedding robe lately imported 
was made of plain white Cbina crape, com- 
bined with white embroidered surah.

White silk vests in cream or ivory tints are 
fashionably worn with house dresses of dark 
woolen goods, silk, or velvet. These may be 
made perfectiy plain and embroidered with jet 
or other beads, or be laid in pleats their ent ire 
length. Vests of this kind are frequently worn 
under the jaunty Zouave jackets of velvet 
edged with rosary beads. In making these 
jackets it would be well to remember 
that they should be cut to fall below 
the waist-line instead of above it, as 
is usualiy seen. It has been erroneously sup- 
posed that the vests worn with the short round- 
ing jacket, which is of necessity narrow at the 
throat, gradually widening until it assumes 
considerable breadth at the waist aud below it, 
must make the waist look less slender than is 
graceful, but this is not true. The waist may 
be less acutely defined, but, if the figure be a 
siim one, the sbarp outline of the waist is not 
desirable. The voluminous waistcoat gives a 
certain agreeable amplitude, and by contrast 
makes the sboulders look broader. Oddly 
enough, a very stout figure is occasionally 
found to be improved by a similiar vest. When 
the waist is broad the lines of a curving gilet 
often give it an effect of both length and slen- 
derness. | 

WATERPROOFS—" PAPALINS.”’ 

That indispensable addiuon to a lady’s ward- 
robe, the waterproof, bas come to be quite a 
dressy article of wear under the new patent, 
which produces this protector made of a combi 
nation uf silk and rubber, the textile showing 
upon its sheeny surface pretty check designs, 
narrow stripes, and shot and giacés effects in 
many attractive styles. These are cut in long 
pelisse fashion, the garments fitting the form 
quite closely, and looking far more graceful 
than the old style of waterproof—aiwa)s 
a sbapeless, bulky wrap at its best. 
Besides these new rain cloaks is a utility 
costume known as the “papalin’’ costume, 
as sober and severe as a nun's dress, and yet 
witbal very chic. This is made of a soft gray 
material, mobair, vigogne, Or cashmere, 
skirt is laid in very wide pieats falling straight 
from the bips.

It is doubtful whether a more eccentric and 
at the sametime more practical woman than 
Anna Parnell ever participated ina popular 
movement. She lived with her mother and de- 
ceased sister, Fannie, at Bordentown, near 
Philadelphia, where the family owns a fine but 
now heavily-incumbered farm. There is a - 
cious house upon it, filled before evil days 
came upon them with many reminiscences of _ 
culture and wealth. Anna was as prosaié as 
Fannie poetic; and in the rivalry of their zeal 
for the old Land League they drew around 
them at different headquarters in New York 
many strong and energetic women, who lab: 
unceasingly while the cry of hunger came over 
the sea from the old land. Anna went to Ire 
land while the excitement of eviction and om 

anization was at its hight and became the 
eading spirit in the ladies’ branch of the Na- 
tional organization. Her fits of silence, often 
maintained for days while in actual work, at 
first perplexed her associates, but they became 
used to ber. They learned to love and trust a 
character they could not balf the time under 
stand; and when the men leaders were all in 
jail, to the number of nearly a thousand, these 
women, Anna Parnell among chief 
guides, performed the men’s work in anticipat- 
ing the attacks of the landlord police on vil- 
lages condemned to eviction. Sometimes by 
their wit they prevented the carry out 
the order that would bring what Mr. Gladstone 
termed * sentences of death to an entire In- 
tle community.

At the table with 
him sat an old Frenchman with very white bair 
and very flerce mustaches, who looked as if he 
might be an old soldier, but who, as a matter 
of fact was ashoemaker. At the other tables, 
all of which were filled, were a number of 
other young men who seemed like counterparts 
ot Jean, and some of whom were accompanied 
by rather young giris.

By this time some of the diners had depart- 
ed, but many others had come in—the tables 
were full and everybody was drinking iager- 
beer or red wine. in each case trom huge glass 
mugs, or eise ponies of the feeble branay re- 
ferred to.

His voice was pretty 
husky, but he bad been taugbt to sing once on 
atime, and he made a great hit with his audi- 
ence, who encored him so enthusiasticaliy that 
he sang another song with more gestures and 
— and less voice than there was in the 

ret. 


Then a very young girl appeared from one 
of the tables in the room and recited a piece of 
poetry. She grew very red in the face with 
embarrassment, and her gestures were like 
those used by the “Merry Littie Mountain 
Maid“ in Adonis.“ She taiked very fast, 
and got through very soon, and was patroniz- 
ingly applauded, though the applause was ju- 
dic.ously checked just in time to prevent the 
maiden from reciting another piece that she 
knew better. Then the old gentleman said 
something to Jean, which made him laugh very 
heartily. 

The pianist played another solo, and people 
kept coming in and going out all the time, ana 
the waiters flew around serving drinks, and the 
room grew quite thick with smoke. A party 
came to the next table to Jean. They consisted 
of an old mother with a face like leather and 
two eyes as bright as beads—sans teeth, bow- 
ever—two buiking sons, and the wife of the 
elder sou. A great basket full of Sunday pro- 
visions was deposited under the table and the 
mother called for two quart bottles of red wine, 
which she paid for in very smal! change count- 
ed out from an old leather purse with a brass 
snap that made a report like a pistol when it 
was shut up. 

Then a buffo singer, with a neck as big and 
thick as his voice, sang, and pretty soon the 
younger son of the party at the next tabie vol- 
unteered to sing. He rendered in very queer

amid great applause. The entire audience 
joined vigorously in the pst, pst, none, how- 
ever, with more obvious enjoyment or greater 
vigor than bis leathern-faced old mother. 


INNOCENT FUN. 

And so the evening wore away with songs. 
in the choruses of which the audience joined 
with much noise and enthusiasm, One young 
man appeared on the platform in a white sbirt 
and crimson sash around nis waist and a wait- 
er's apron on. In his hand he carried a tin 
salver, upon which were three wine glasses. 
This be held out at half-arm's length poised 
upon the extreme tips of the five fingers of 
his right hand. His left hand was on his dip. 
and as the pianist struck up a Strauss waltz he 
began waltz rather gracefully around the 
Stage, balancing his tray of glasses. he seemed 
to enjoy this performance more than any one 
else did, though as there was a cer- 
tain fascination in watching the 
sway ing glasses that seemed ever 
on the point of toppling over, there ensued 
sutficient applause (to his evident satisfaction) 
to keep this young man gyrating around the 
stage until his breath was entirely exbausted, 
when he retired. There were plenty of laugh- 
ter, not a little flirting, and apparentiy keen 
enjoyment on the part of every one. But 
there was no loud or profane language, no 
quarreling, no drunkenness. It was a family 
of big scbool-children at piay.

Jean. bowever, 
sought a ball in progress in an adjoining street, 
where for 50 cents be obtained admission to a 
small ball over another French café and danced 
until 2 o'clock, when be went home to sleep ail 
day Sunday. How many young men living 
farther up town, earning larger salaries and 
baving More advantages, passed as bappy an 
eveging or woke up the next morning as 
bealthy or as innocent as that petit Maitre, M.

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TELEPHONE SCANDAL. 


A Democratic Newspaper Exposes 
the Operations of the Pan- 
Electric Company. 


Prominent Democratic Officials in a 
Scheme to Make a Hundred 
Million Dollars. 


A Loud Demooratic Oall for the Retire- 
ment of Garland and Lamar from 
the Cabinet. 


New York World (Dem.), Jan. 28: The Pan 
Electric Telephone Company has $5,000,000 
capital stock, divided into shares of $1,000 
each; these shares were held originally by the 


following named persons: 
J. k. Johnston. . 8500. 000 J. D. C. Atkins. 500.000 
Isham G. Harris. 500.000 J. Harris Rogers. 2.000. 000 
A. H. Garland. = company.... 500,000 
Casey Young 500,000 

It will be observed that these five gentlemen 
each held one-tenth of the stock, but knowing 
the vagaries of inventors, they required that 
another tenth, making a majority, should be 
put under their control, so that they could 
huve the business in their own hands. This 
$500,000 worth of company stock belonged to 
the holders of the other shares in proportion 
to their holdings, but was controlled by the di- 


rectors. 

The Board of Directors of the company was 
composed of Joseph E. Johnston, Isham G. 
Harris, A. H. Gariand, Casey Young, J. D. C. 
Atkins, and J. Harris Rogers. The officers 
were: Joseph E. Johnston, President; Isham 
G. Harris. Vice-President: Casey Young, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer; A. H. Garland, Attorney. 

The company was chartered by the State of 
Tennessee, with its principal office in Memphis 
and another in Washington City. Under the 
laws of that State as to corporations, all that 
was necessary to be paid in of the five millions 
capital stock was the tee to the Secretary of 
State for using bis seal, amounting in this case 
to $4.50. 

In November, 1883, the directors determined 
to issue licenses to local companies, that is, sell 
territory in which Pan-Electric instruments 
were to be used. 

The terms upon which these sales were to be 
made were agreed upon and are as follows: 
“Forty per cent of the capital stock of the 
local company to be beld by the Pan Company; 
all instruments to be furnished by the Pan 
Company at a stated price. A royalty of $10 
per annum to be paid by the local company on 
each instrument; a bonus in cash to be paid by 
each local company. 

Under these conditions eight local companies 
were formed: One for Pennsylvania, with the 
Hon. Robert Klotz. formerly in Congress, as 
the principal promoter, Gen. Frank Armstrong, 
now Indian Inspector, being the Secretary; 
one in Baltimore, the Hon. Eli J. Henkie, for- 
merly in Congress, being the promoter, to which 
the States of Maryland, Virginia. and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia were sold; one in St. Louis 
for Missouri; one in Wisconsin; one in Ten- 
nessee; one in Alabama, of which Gen. Up- 
shur, now Chief Clerk of the Indian Bureau, 
was the promoter; one in Texas; andjone in 
Louisiana. The two first-named companies 
were not required to pay any bonus, but in ail 
their contracts the Pan Company agreed to de- 
fend its patents at its own expense. 

W ben the first local company paid its bonus 
of $10,000 the directors proceeded to pay back 
the sums expended by themselves in paying 
for patents, experiments, etc. This amounted 
to $275 for each of the five, showing that of the 
$5,000,000 capital stock there never was paid in 
but $1,375, being a little more than one-fortieth 
of 1 per cent. 

After this money was paid back the directors 
next proceeded to divide the remainder of the 
$10,000 as a dividend to the stockholders, the 
amount received by each holder of one-tenth 
of the stock being little less than $600. 

The $500,000 of company stock had in the 
mean time been partiaily distributed, 100 
shares going to ex-Gov. John C. Brown of 
Tennessee, now resident in St. Louis, and 
principal attorney for what is known as the 
Gould system of Southwestern railways.“ 
Other sums were given or sold to other parties, 
having or supposed to have either local or Na- 
tional influence, Senators Vest of Missouri 
and Vance of North Carolina each getting a 
portion. 

At the beginning of the first session of the 
Forty-eighth Congress a brother of Senator 
Vance, Mr. R. B. Vance, then a Representative 
from North Carolina, introduced a bill in the 
House of Representatives giving the Attorney- 
General power to bring suit upon application 
to vacate putents. This bill was referred 
to a committee, which reported in 
favor of its passage, saying in its re- 
port that since Attorney- 
General had not been intrusted with this 
power. Tue bill passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives almost unnoticed, but was never re- 
ported from the Senate Committee on Patents. 
Contracts continued to be made in the spring 
of 1884 until eight local companies, as before 
stated, were organized. As these companies 
vaid in the required bonus,the money was 
paid out to the stockholders as dividends, two 
being declared in July of $1.50 per share, giv- 
ing each of the original promoters—Garland, 
Johnston, Harris, Young, and Atkins—$750 at 
each division, or $1,500 in that month. Another 
dividend of the same size was declared later, 
aggregating about $3,000 profit to each of these 
gentiemen within eighteen months upon an 
investment of $275 each. 

To fully understand the interest which At- 
torney-General Garland had in breaking down 
the Bell patent it will be necessary to recapitu- 
late a little. i 

First, there was his $500,000 stock in the Pan 
Telephone Company—one-tentk of the whole 
company was his. Then there is the $40,000,000 
capital stock of the license companies, of which 


40 per cent, or $16,000,000, belongs to the Pan 


Company—of this one-tenth, or $1,600,000, be- 
longs to Attorney-General Garland. But that 
is not all, nor even a small part of what would 
result from the breaking down of the Beil pa- 
tents. In that event there would not be eight, 
but at least fifty, companies, with capital stocks 
averaging $5,000,000 each, that would seek li- 
censes from the Pan-Electric Company. Two 
bundred and fifty million dollars is an exceed- 
ingly small estimate of the amount at which 
the companies using the Pan-Electric tele- 
phones would be capitalized if the Bell patent 
was invalidated. Forty per ceut, or $100,000,- 
000, of this stock would belong to the Pan 
Company—one-tenth of that, or $10,000,000, 
would be the property of Attorney-General 
Garland. Paying only 5 per cent—and this is a 
small allowance—he would have an income of 
over $500,000 without being out one dollar. 

There was another potent reason. The laws 
of the country are particularly severe upon 
bogus corporations which obtain money with- 
out giving an equivaient, and, though corpora- 
tions are without souls or bodies, the men who 
compose them are not, and hence, unless the 
Bell patents could be broken down and de- 
clared invalid, the men who had invested their 
money in the 60 per cent of the local compa- 
nies which had been licensed by the Pan Com- 
pany, which bad paid bonuses, built plants, 
bought telepbones which were without value, 
would be apt to cali upon the parties who had 
induced and profited by these expenditures, 
made upon false statements as to law and 
facts, to make good the losses. 

There was ruin, both in fortune and fame, 
upon the one side, and almost unbounded 
wealth upon the other. It was worth stretcb- 
ing the law and the power of the Government 
to secure the one and prevent the other.

THE EXPOSE IN WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.—|New York 
World, Dem. I— The Wortd's complete and ex- 
haustive story of the Pan-Electric Company 
and its various official ramifications attracted 
great interest today. It was the general topic 
in the House and Senate. It is generally 
thought by public men that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral will have to take some action in the mat- 
ter beyond what he bas already done. 
not claimed by him or any of his friends that 
he has yet parted witb the large holdings which 
he owns of the Pan-Electric stock. 

The Government hae been authorized to 
bring suit directed against the Bell Telephone 
Company. It is generally believed that the 
Bell Company is a monopoly and that other 
companies shoud be given the right to com- 
pete: but it is not thought that the Govern- 
ment should be called in to help the interests 
of any one of the competing companies, par- 
ticularly when the officials through whom such 
suit is to be brought are so directly interested. 
The opinion of the World. that Mr. Garland 
must either give up bis stock or retire from his

had never subscribed to a dollar's 

stock. Some one may have put my name 
down,” said he, to help the company in North

A representative of the World called on the 
Attorney-General this evening to ask what he 
might have to say in reply to the statements 
published this — 2 or in explanation of 
them. Mr. Garland expressed surprise at the 
first question put to him, and said he had not 
seen the article in question. He refused, how- 
ever, to discuss the Pan-Electric Telephone 
Company. All I baveto say on that sub- 
jeot, said he, I said to the President in my 
communication to him some three months ago. 
I saw at the time that the President gave tnat 
out to the press. I did not know what he was 
going to do with it. Further than that I have 
nothing to say. Every one knows that the Pan- 
Electric is a company, that lown stock in it, 
and that I was at one time its legal adviser. I 
have nothing to say, and I shall have nothing 
to say. 

MEETING OF THE PAN-ELECTRICS. 

There was a very lively and sensational meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors of the Pan-E'ec- 
tric Telephone Company this evening. It was 
heid at the rooms of Senator Isham G. Harris. 
All of the directors were present except Attor- 
ney-General Garland. His absence from the 
meeting of the board was occasioned by slight 
indisposition. The board was very much ag 
tated by today’s publication in the World. 
Mutual. recriminations were bandied freely. 
Several members of the board were accused of 
giving the information. Senator Harris said 
during the meeting that nobody but a member 
of the board had in bis possession the infor- 
mation necessary to the writing of the article 
in the World. At a late hour tonight the d. 
rectors were discussing whether they should 
seele to make any reply to the article, 80 as to 
present their case to a better advantage before 


tne public. 


There were present at the meeting, besides 
the Senator, Gen. Joseph E, Johnston, the 
Hon. J. D. C. Atkins (Indian Commissioner), 
J. H. Rogers, Col. R. F. Long, J. W. Rogers, 
and Col. Casey Young. After transacting 
some business of minor importance a union witb 
the National Improvement Telephone Com- 
pany was discussed. Col. Young, the Secre- 
tary of the Pan-Electric Company, stated that 
he had become convinced that there was an 
infringement by the Pan-Electric Telephone on 
the National Improvement. This latter com- 
pany is a small company, founded on J. H. 
Rogers’ earlier patents. Mr. Rogers, the in- 
ventor, was present when Mr. Young made 
this statement. He became very much ex- 
cited. He at once exclaimed: ‘** You con- 
vinced? Why, after I had explained the tele- 
phone to you fora week you acknowledged 
that you did not know a receiver from a trans- 
mitter.“ This made Col. Casey Young angry. 
He turned upon Kogers and made some very 
sharp remarks, whereupon youne Rogers 
called our, “You are a fool.“ At 
this, Col. Casey Young struck at Rog- 
ers, when the latter promptly knocked 
down the Secretary of the Pan-Electric Tele- 
phone Company. Great confusion ensued. The 
gentiemen were separated. At the suggestion 
of Indian Commissioner Atkins a committee 
was appointed to settle the quarrel. Gen. Jo- 
seph Johnston and Senator Harris were ap- 
pointed. They found that young Rogers was 
too basty and in the wrong. They recommend- 
ed that the two sbould shake hands and make 
up. This was done amid profound silence. 

Theo Dr. J. W. Rogers, the father of the in- 
ventor, offered a resolution contradicting the 
statement in the Worid today wherein it was 
alleged that the patents of the Pan-Electric 
Telephone Company were infringements of the 
National Improvement Company. Senator Har- 
ris objected to the resolution upon the ground 
that, if it were passed, it would be a tacit ad- 
mission of everything else charged in the 
Worid. When this resolution was rejected the 
two Rogerses withdrew in indignation. They 
were followed to the door by the officiais con- 
nected with the Pan-Electric Telephone Com- 
pany, who begged them not to mention a word 
of what occurred. Dr. Rogers repiied: ‘* ibis 
is a public meeting, 8 the instincts of gen- 
tlemen must guide us.” 

GARLAND AND LAMAR MUST GO. 

New York Sun (Dem.), Jan. 29: It is diffi- 
cult for any careful thinker, accustomed to 
consider the influences which rule the minds 
of intelligent men, to understand how the pres- 
dnt great telephone scandal can pass away 
without compe reconstruction of the 
Cabinet. 

Mr. Garland, the Attorney-General, and Mr. 
Lamar, the Secretary of the Interior, are yery 
deeply implicated in this scandal; and it is in- 
comparably the greatest scandal by which any 
members of any Presidept’s Cabinet bave ever 
been aflected. 

President Cleveland is a deliberate man, and, 
in such a matter as this especially, it is not to 
be expected that he will act from ally hasty 
impulse. But in the end be will act, and then 
we suppose some other man than Mr. Garland 
will be Attorney-General, and some other man 
than Mr. Lamar will be Secretary of the In- 
terior. The necessity will be painful to the 
President, as it will be painful to every hope- 
ful member of the Democratic party; but ne- 
cessity is something that bas to be obeyed. 

A NATIONAL DISGRACE, 

New York Tribune, Jan. 29: The World de- 
serves high commendation for taking up the 
telephohe scandal and exposing the opera- 
tions of the speculative statesmen of its own 
party. Our Democratic contemporary has not 
shirked its responsibility to the public, but has 
given the plain facts of this disgraceful busi- 
ness with candor, lucidity, and impartiality. 
It has not covered up anything that has been 
brought to light. It bas not attempted to de- 
fend leading members of its own party when 
their conduct was wholly indefensibie. It has 
not had recourse to special pleading or petti- 
forging, nor sought to obscure the main issues. 
It has denounced the participation of the spec- 
ulative statesmen in these telephone transac- 
tions as a flagrant offense against public morals 
in such incisive language as foliows: 

Senator Garland and his associates who accept- 
ed partnership in this Electrie Telephone Com- 
pany must have done so with the knowledge that 
they were expected to use their irfluence and votes 
in the Senate and the House of Kepresentatives to 
promote the interests of the enterprise—with the 
kuowledge, in fact, that through executive or leg- 
islative influence their stock might be made worth 
a fortune or be rendered wholly valueless, Yet no 
one ever doubted their personal honor and integ- 
rity, and it is this fact that makes their conduct the 
more singular and the more painful. 

If Mr. Garland was censurable for accepting 
stock in this venture while bolding a seat in the 
Senate, is he not much more to blame for retain- 
ing it when he accepted the position of Attorney- 
General? Did he not know that the contest on the 
Bell patent must come before him for Official ad- 
judication? Although the charge of fraud against 
the patent of that greedy monopoly ought to be 
tried in the courts, the owner of a large amount of 
rival stock was not the proper person to make 
such a decision. The Word has insisted that 
statesmen should not be speculators and speculat- 
ors should not be statesmen, and it hopes to see 
that prineiple before long made applicable to 
every phase Of the public service. 

The World recognizes the injury which the 
Administration sustains from these terrible ex- 
posures, but it is fearless in the performance 
of what has cometo be a public duty. This 
bas ceased to be a party question. The Naton- 
al Administranon nus been brought into disre- 
pute; the honor of the Department of Justice 
has been sullied; and the standards of public 
morality in both Houses of Congress have been 
lowered. The private speculauons of these 
Senators and officials are nothing less than a 
National disgrace. The prostitution of public 
functions to personal ends ougbt to be do- 
nounced by every honest journal in the coun- 
try, witbout reference to partisan considera- 
tions. Tne Sun, we have been glad to notice, 
bas shown no disposition either to shield the 
offenders or to ignore their disgraceful pro- 
ceedings. We trust that the Democratic press 
of tbe country will be equally emphatic in its 
condemnation. 

The President, in keeping Mr. Garland in the 
Cabinet and in allowing Secretary Lamar to aid 
him in earning the gift telephone stock, bas 
condoned a scandalous betrayal of public trust. 
Apparently no help is to be expected from tne 
Executive in vindicating the reputation of the 
country. But is it not the plain duty of both 
Houses of Congress to intervene in this matter? 
It is currently reported that as many as twen- 
ty Senators or Congressmen are stockholders. 
There are strong grounds for believing that 
this ring of telephone speculators has sought to 
secure legislation in the interest of their 
schemes. There is unfortunately no reason to 
doubt that the Department of Justice has been 
used to promote the ends of the Pan-Electric 
and the allied companies and to enrich the 
stockholders. The time has come when Con- 
gress should investigate these scandals. If it 
fails to do so it will be lacking in self-respect 
and will forfeit tne confidence of the country, 


The MoNeills Going into Apartment-

The Plans of the Argyle and the Pick- 
wick—The Week’s Business—An 
Encouraging Showing. 


Transfers of ProminenceThe Demand for 
Building Lots, Etc.—Appreciation 


in Values. 


The fact that the weekly transfers of real 
estate in this city this winter have been gen- 
erally twice, and in some cases three times, as 
large as for the corresponding weeks of the 
preceding year sufficiently attests the activity 
of the market. Chicago realty was never be- 
tore in so good and hopeful a condition as it is 
now. It is gratifying to see that so large a 
proportion of the funds used in these pur- 
chases belong to Chicago people. To use the 
common expression, Chicago will soon own 
Chicago.”’ Local capital seeking investment 
in this form is still very abundant. There are 
many more people bidding for property than 
offering property. The case of the Springer 
Block on the southwest corner of State and 
Randolph streets is an illustration of the way 
the market moves. It was but a few months 
ago that it could have been bought for $225,000, 
but it was sold for $280,000. Nor aid the owner 
have to offer the block. Buyers came to bim, 
and be found it easy to get a large advance on 
his first price. Yet the property is capable of 
paying a good income on the price paid for it. 

The market showed the same characteristics 
last week that have been noted kLeretofore. 
There was a good demand for inside property. 
and prices were firm. There were many in- 
quiries for accommodations wanted for busi- 
hess purposes in tae spring. Small holdings— 
lots, residences, stores, etc.—sold freely. The 
market for building lots promises so well that 
a vood many subdivisions will be opened in the 
spring. A few boulevard lots were sold at ad- 
vanced prices. The situauon in that quarter 
continues to lookin the highest degree hope- 
ful. Very little was said about acres, but in- 
terested persons believe that when the weather 
becomes more favorable there will be a brisk 
trade in them. 

C. J. Hambleton & Co. report the following 
sales made last week: Three lots on School 
street, near Fifty-second, at $500 each; lot on 
May street, near Fifty-second, for $300; house 
and lot on Wentworth avenue, near Forty- 
eighth street, for $2,500; two lots on West 
Lake street, at Moreland, at $700 each; cot- 
tage and lot at Moreland for $900; lot on Hal- 
sted street, near Belmont avenue, for $1,000. 

James F. Keeney has sold at Hermosa thirty 
lots to C. Olsen Holmes for $12,000; aiso two 
lots to Peter Brown for $1,000. Good houses 
have been commenced on all these lots. There 
is great activity in the building line at this 
place.

TWO FINE APARTMENT HOUSES. 

The corporation recently formed for the 
erection of a superb apartment house on the 
northwest corner of Jackson street and Michi- 
gan avenue is largely composed of the beirs of 
the famous McNeill estate, whose inheritance 
is now available for business enterprises. 
The building is to be called the Argyle Apart- 
ment House.

Neill Treasurer and Secretary. The iand was 
leased from the Peck estate for a period of 
thirty years; the lease to be extended at the 
expiration of that time or the building to be 
bought by the lessors. The ground rent is 
$3,500 a year. The lot is 38x180 feet, and its 
location will at once be recugnized as one of 
the most available in the city, fronting, as the 
building will, on the lake and on oue of 
the most magnificent thoroughfares 

this country. It is proposed 
to make the structure better by 
far than anything of the sort now in existence 
inthis city. It will be a rich man's house. 
Nothing in the way of architecutral contrivance 
and beauty of decoration will be spared. The 
buflding is to be seven stories high. The first 
story will be of iron and those above it of 
brick and brownstone. The first story, which 
isto be very high, will be occupied by two 
large restaurants, which will be approached by 
wille halis and large lobbies. The restaurants 
will be finished in a peculiarly elaborate man- 
ner. Inthe six stories above there will be 
tweive flats—two to each story—finely finished 
in hardwood. The rooms will be very large. 
The second and third floors will be divided up 
into suites of three rooms each, especially 
adapted to the needs of bachelors. For each 
suite of rcoms there will be every convenienco 
that a man may require, including batbrooms, 
storerooms, and a wine-cellar. There will be 
one freight and one passenger elevator. It is 
proposed to make the restaurant as nice as any 
in the country. The decorations will be rich, 
but not of the flashy type. Preparations for 
the erection of the building will begin at once, 
and it is expected that it will be finished by the 
Ist of October at the latest. 

Another enterprise in which the McNeills 
are interested is the erection of a beautiful 
apartment house on the southeast corner of 


Michigan avenue and Twentieth street, oppo- 


sit the Calumet Club House. The lot is 30x160 
feet. It was recently bought of W. B. Howard 
by R. F. Bullen for $25,000 and leased tor nine- 
ty.nine years at $3,000 a year to a corporation 
having a capital of $110,000. The President is 
Alexander C. McNeill, the Vice-President W. 
A. MeNeiil, the Secretary and-Treasurer 
Malcolm McNeill. A. C. MeNein and C. W. 
Rigdon are members of the Board of Directors. 
The building will be called the Pickwick Apart- 
ment House. It will stand twenty feet back 
trom Micbigan avenue and will be six stories 
high. It will be fire-proof and constructed ina 
most thorough manner. A careful study will 
be made of every detail in order to secure 
the most overfect convenience and at- 
tractiveness. The material outside will 
be pressed brick with stone or terra-cotta 
trimmings. A glance at the plan shows that 
the building will be adapted to the wants of 
bachelors who desire choice quarters. In ad- 
diuon to the excellent arrangement of balls, 
pariors, sleeping-rooms, servants’ rooms, 
etc., there will be many finetouches in 
the way of ornamentation. For in- 
stance, the bath-rooms are to da 
lined with giazed tile, which will be white or 
delicately tinted, according to the whims of the 
persons interested, and no two setsof apart- 
ments will be alike in respect to adornment. 
The bath-tubs will be of porcelain and stand on 
bronze posts. There will be a storeroom and 
wine-room for each apartment. 

These two enterprises are a long step ahead 
in providing fine residence facilities for the 
veople of Chicago. It is believed that there 
will be a demand for them immediately on 
their completion. Burnham & Root are draw- 
ing the plans tor both these structures.

VARIOUS NOTES. 

Evidence accumulates that there is to be 
searcity of offices of the best class in the Board 
of Trade quarter available for rental the Ist of 
May. There are plenty of empty rooms in 
that vicinity, to be sure, but people who want 
basements, first rs, or second floors cannot 
get them. There will probably be no im- 
portant additions to the accommodations as 
early as the Ist of May. The projectors of 
leading enterprises have been greatly disap- 
pointed in not being able to push their work 
faster. The Jonathan Clark building, on the 
corner of Jackson and Sherman streets, is in 
the most forward state, but a good deal of 
work remains to be done on it. Meanwhile the 
demand for offices is pretty large—much larger 
than was to be expected at this time of the 
year. it extenas north to all the big buildings 
in the business part of tne city. There is a 
decided preference for the new structures, 
which are drawing from the oid ones as weil 
as from the large number of people who are 
arriving in the city from all parts of the coun- 
wy. ° 

There has recently beep some quiet and very 
good buying of property on Adams street. 
When one remembers the large number of im- 
portant buildings on that street and the schemes 
for increasing the number, the projected oc- 
cupanocy ot the corner of Wabash avenue by a 
leading dry-goods concern and the advent of a 
street railroad on that street, the reasons for 
the purchases will bejapparent. 

Residence property shows material advance- 
ment in price in many parts of the city. It is 
less than four years since Mr. W. 8. Walker 
bought forty feet with two frame buildings on 
Prairie avenue, near Twenty-eighth street, for 
810.000. He has just sold the same property 
to Mr. A. C. Bartlett of Hibbard, Spencer & 
Bartiett for $18,500. 

Plans have been filed for the erection of an 
eight-story structure at Nos. 34 and 36 Wail 
street, New York, to be occupied by the Galla- 
tin National Bank and also to be used for office 
purposes. The cost is placed at $350,000. 

Last year 3,937 new buiidings were erected 
in Brooklyn ata cost of $19,670,262. In the 
Eighteenth Ward, through which the elevated 
railroad runs, 756 were erected. In the Twen- 
ty-third Ward, which is also situated near the 
line of that structure, 438 were erected, while 
in the Twenty-fifth Ward, likewise accessible 
to rapid transit, 736.were put up. These sta- 
tistics show that 50 per cent of these new edi- 
fices were builtin the immediate vicinage of 
the elevated roads. 

Contractors for new buiidings in New York 
are having a clause inserted in their agree- 
ments providing for a reconsideration of con- 
ditions in the event of an enforcement of the 
Eight-Hocr law by the trades unions after the 
Ist of May. ‘They wili not accept contracts ex- 
tending beyund that period, except with that 
modification. The effect of this is to create 
suspense in an industry which affords employ- 
ment to nearly all the mechanic trades and to 
restrain investments of capital in new enter- 
prises, and this, too, at a period of the year 
when final arrangements for spring and sum- 
mer are usually entered upon. The new build- 
ings for which plans and estimates have been 
prepared are about 137 in number, at an aggre- 
gate cost of $2,200,000. Of these forty are to

“AU PAYS DE LA RAVANCHR” 


A BOOK WHICH TREATS OF THE FALLEN 
GRANDEUR OF FRANCE. 

Paris, Jan. 11.—The attention, curiosity 
and, it may be added, the irritation ot the 
French public have been greatly excited with. 
in the last few days by the appearance of 
volume just published under the above 
The author, a certain Dr. Rommel, appears tg 
have some experience of the book-market, 
since he brougbt out his voiume not in Parig 
but ja Geneva, being well aware that 
with a political or social character, blazoned 
forth by their title, when published on the 
banks of the Leman, bave ali the attraction of 
fruit defendu forthe French, and especially 
for the Parisian reader; and the 


la Revanche’’—the book is publisned —— 
this title—has quite divided public attention 
with the Ministerial crisis. It is undeniably 
clever, and its chief merit consists in the fact 
that all the evidence which the author adduceg 
in support of his argument, that France hag 
fallen from ber bigh estate and is never nhely 
to regain it, is exclusively derived from 
sources, and more especially from the French 
press. Of course, it is assumed that the ay. 
thor is a German; but the hypothesis of nig 
being a patriotic Frenchman, anxious to rouse 
up bis countrymen by holding up for their edi. 
ficution the picture drawn of them dy the v 
journalists, and at the same time turn an hon. 
est penny, is alsosustainable. His style is cer. 
tainly more French than German. He says: 

In Germany France is a frequent topic of cone 
versation. We used to speak of her with 480 
when our neighbors, displaying extraordinary 
vitality, used to flood Europe with their ideas, their 
products, and their battalions. Many of us can re. 
member with what anxiety the New Year’s-Day ut« 
terances of the Emperor Napoleon used to be 
awaited. But even after 1870 France was an any~ 
lous topic when she made the air ring with cries of 
vengeance and retaliation. The revenge was to be 
not only military, but commercial, moral, agricuit« 
ural, and financial. Germany was sure to succum 
crushed beneath the weight of her armor, while 
France would wear her armor with the ease 
of a silken jacket. Germany was to be com 
pelied to sue for mercy, if not by force 
of arms, at least through exhaustion by 
the glaring superiority of French ecommerce 
and French finances. We felt anything but pre« 
pared. The Iron Chancellor at one moment thought 
he had not used the knife freely enough, and con- 
templated repeating the Operation. But he son 
found it was useless. What we looked upon as the 
recuperation of France was but a fever fit, which 
has now disappeared, and enthusiasm, energy, and 
illusions have also vanished like a fever dream. 
French clamor has been growing weaker and 
weaker each succeeding year. Ever now and thea 
we hear the explosion of a wretched Chauvinistic 
cracker, which excites the derision of the French 
themselves. The cry for the revanche has grown 
out of fashion, and ridicvle has killed the once 
famouscry of “A Berlin!’ So extravagant hag 
the very notion become of a French invasion of 
Germany. What a change in fifteen years! How 
materially has the political balance of power shifted 
its centre from Paris to Berlin. 

Dr. Rommel then proceeds to demonstrate 
that on its own showing the French nation is 
sbriveling up, the population of France is dk 
minishing, and the more stalwart and industrk 
ous races—the Germans, the English, the 
Beigians, the Flemish, and the Italians—are 
steadily elbowing their way into French terri 
tory, and that in the struggle for life going on 
in peace time on French soil the French are 
waging with waning energies a losing battie. 
There is some truth in this, and Dr. Rommel 
has no difficulty in finding evidence in support 
of his conclusions mm the writings of M. Paul 
Leroy Beaulieu and other publicists. Germany, 
be tells us, is underselling the Parisian artisan 
on his own boulevards. Vienna and Berlia 
beat Paris in Paris with the articles de Paris, 
Dr. Rommel comforts bimself with the idea 
that the commercial prestige of France has 
gone the way of ber political prestige, 
comes to the conclusion that le ressort de la 
Grande Nation est brisé. He adds: 

Demoralization has fastened upon every ciass of 
French society. The peasant rushes to the larce 
towns; the artisan, beaten by the foreign competi- 
tor, flocks to political meetings and gets drunk oa 
agitation; the bourgeoisie crowds every public of- 
tice and yearns after sedentary employment, and 
all the while the foreigner migrates into France. 
The exodus from the fields tothe cities, the wild 
rush after all easy and sedentary occupations, the 
scourge of fonctionarisme on the one hand and of 
prolétarisme on the other, the absence of self-re- 
liance, the paralysis of anything of individual ini- 
tiation, the universal appeal to the State, are so 
many signs of this moral foundering. Never has 
there been such a display of that religious indiffer- 
ence that precedes the storm; never has there 
been such utter contempt for opponents’ 
opinions, or such a deep hatred of all 
principles of authority, civil, military, and re- 
ligious. The clergy mulcted in their salaries, 
held up to public scorn and tyrannized over; the 
army constantly run down in the person of its 
chiefs; the magistracy made the tooi and the toy of 
an ignoble policy—that is what the representatives 
of authority have come to. In the Parliament we 
may search in vain for a national or even for a 
party policy. Nothing is to be found there but the 
miserable wrangling of political groups, of indi- 
vidual shreds and patches and electioneering pro- 
grams. In all political assemblies—from the 
humble public meeting to the municipal council, to 
the Parliament itself—self-respect is as conspic- 
uous by its absence as self-control. So difficult is 
it for a Frenchman to set forth his own ideas 
with any sense of decency, or to listen 
to an opponent’s arguments with anything 
like com posure. Quelle Presse! Quelle 
Littérature! The relaxed morality is bolstered 
up by the extraordinary relaxation of the repres< 
sive powers. The verdicts of French juries make 
all honest men tremble. The finances are given 
up to pillage by the elect of the nation, whilst the 
budget attains dimensions unknown hitherto in the 
history of the world. Revenues are decreasing, 
and the only device to meet the growing deficit is 
to accummulate debt. But political prestige has 
gone the way of commercial prestige. Little by 
little this noisy nation is being left out in the cold. 
She is daily getting more isolated, more exposed to 
humilation and rebuffs. The tempest that blows 
will not start from Paris, but Paris will be its ob- 
jective. France bas given way all along the line. 
She is breaking up; she is tumbling to pieces; 
now Germans may speak of her without fear or 
without anger, but with that respectful commisera~ 
tion due toa foundering nation. 

In view of statements such as these it 16 
only right to point out the fact that France, 
like other countries, is now in a state of trans 
tion. The arts of peace, in which France was 
preéminent before the war, have suffered eon- 
siderably, but there can be no doubt twat the 
young Frenchmen who reached manhood from 
the year 1880 to this present year 1886 are 
taller in stature, manlier in mind, in every va 
better men than the generation which reach 
its majority from 1868 to 1870. English influ- 
ence has made itself felt, and felt beneficially, 
and for every hundred Frenehmen who fifteea 
years ago went in for athletics, cold water, 
ritie-shooting, and military service there are a 
thousand now. My experience of France 
is that of a litetime, and your readers 
are aware that I have never been Di 
to her faults or shortcomings. What Francé 
is doing now is just tne reverse of what Dr. 
Rommel supposes to be the case. There are 
always tho surface agitations, the office-seek- 
ers, and the political intriguers, the gambiers 
at the bourse, and the Bobemian world, hien 
extends from the inner to the outer boule 
vards. But there is beneath that frothy sur 
face a population of thirty millions out of 
thirty-six millions who believe in the fact 
work, honesty, straightforwardness wae 
and who have a real sense of religion 
duty to their country. 

Dr. Rommel makes merry over the small 
stature of the French infantry. He would, pe™ 
haps, be surprised to hear that the average 
hightof recruits is now four centimétres great 
er than it was in 1869. The conscripdo, 
no doubt, ig not more popular in France than 
it is in Germany, but 1 do nottnink I a@ 
wrong in stating that the voluntary enlistments 
in the French army exceed the voluntary en. 
listments in the German army in the ratio of 
ten toone. The whole trend of public feeling 
in France fe not in favor of sedentary occupa 
tions, but of open-air pursuits, and of ad 
venture instead of desk-work. There is a great 
deal of derision beaped upon the gymnastic 
societies which have sprung up all over we 
country; but they have done an infinity 
good, and, though Frenchmen are never likely 
to have the bone and sinew of Englishmen 
the men of other Northern races, they are 
strong and active. Dr. Rommel makes te 
great mistake ot judging the nation at larg@ 
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
